in the etandard of “armed actions.” And it is aleo the standard for separating 
the people and organizations who were “involved in terror" from those who were 
"not involved," 


Wherever gune come in, thought ends; crime begins, action begins. The bounds of 
"vsolitieal crime,” “crime of thought," or more precisely, "thought-reveal ing 
crime," and “homicide” derive from the perceptions of weapons and guns in criminal 
‘ow and in the human conscience. 


A man kills, commite murder, but he adheres to the “idealist view"; another kills 
him, takes hie Life, but he is a proponent of the “revolutionary view." They are 
addressed in penal law in the first line of the same article. One of them is not 
considered “Leas guilty" or “inclined to guilt" than the other. There is not and 
must not be, any discrimination as to either the substance of the crime or the 
reaction tt creates in the human conscience between the rightist who “rakes a 
cate” and the lefti t who commite the same crime. 


hut ie thie the case? 


‘he declaration of intent part of the NAP indictment and the substance on which 
the indictment rests have been announced. According to the indictment, the NAP 
administrators are held responsible for ‘rightist terror" perpetrated on our coun- 
try and for certain crimes which were the bloody fruit of this terror. Is it, or 
ie it aot, this on which the court will rule? 


Interpretations, whether yours, mine or the man-in-the-street's, of the NAP and its 
1ctione may be different and individualistic, and this is natural. Did the NAP 
dminietrators commit crimes, or did they not? What is the NAP's part in rightist 
‘error? From now on, it is the courts, and the courts only, which will decide 

‘hese matters. After the indictment is drawn up and trial begun, comments can no 
‘onger be made on “the trial which is in progress." This is a legal fact. 




















Now, what if L were to eit down and write: 


~="What ia the crime of the adminiatratora of the Confederation of Revolutionary 
Worker Unions’ Why were the Turkish Labor Party administrators arrested? Why ie 
Almet lavan in detention? Why are the NSP and Turkieh Worker Peasant Party admin- 
iateatore being tried on euch and euch charges?" 


What if I of another writer, some other journalist, were to make comments on these 
matters; what if we said, “Come now, is that an indictment or just a reflection of 
the prosecutor's belief?" “Should articles 141 and 142 or article 163 be applied 
to any of these suspecta?™ Would thie not be intended to influence the trials 
which are in progress? Let us give another example: If we published each of the 
actions Listed in the NAP indictment and expressed our thoughts on them, would 
thie net have the purpose -f influencing the trial? Certainly it would. 


We have not and will not do any of these things. We will respect the laws, the 
military prosecutors and the judges. We will criticize certain decisions after 
these secisions have been rendered as "final judgment." 


The “campaign” launched by TERCUMAN [literally: interpreter] newspaper on the NAP 
trial te most interesting. On the one hand, arranging "Ataturkism seminars" to 
deodorize the fetid clouds of “anti-Ataturkiem," and on the other hand publishing 
letters which Turkes wrote to the President as “letters to the editor” and 
attacking the military prosecutors who drew up the NAP indictment and criticizing 
the indictment are being exhibited in the newspaper columns as an unlawful privi- 
lege. 


Perhaps it ie good; it is being understood better every day for whom these gentle- 
men are the “Interpre‘*er." 


But let us still ask the |. wing question in order to understand better this 
“interpreting”: 


--Are there legal prohibitions in our Penal Code saying that "Rightist terror 
cannot be considered a crime," that persons and organizations concerning whom there 
are “strong indications" of having committed crimes cannot be indicted and that 
"The articles applied to others cannot be applied to them"? 


Yes, let us leave aside our own judgments, our own political thoughts and let 
“justice” itself rule. 


We shell debate the rest of it later. Later, much later, after the "final 
judgment."

DEV-SOL LINK WITH PFLP ESTABLISHED 
Istanbul TERCUMAN in Turkish 5 May 81 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Istanbul -- "Cooperation between leftist organizations in Turkey and the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine," which has created wide controversy 
in Turkish public opinion, has reportedly been confirmed by the arrest of Wail 
Abdurrahim, a Jordanian member of the PFLP who was also among the militants of 
DEV-SOL [Revolutionary Left]'s "Armed Revolution Unions." 


Wail Abdurrahim came to Turkey in 1971, completed the Cartography Department at 
the Black Sea Technical University and began working in 1980 as the PFLP's liaison 
agent with the Turkish leftist organizations. "“Halit Salahmi had this job before 
me. After I took the job, I met in Beirut with Pasha Guven, a DEV-SOL leader. I 
was the go-between to him for his organization to be able to buy guns," he eaid. 
As known, the DEV-SOL leader Pasha Guven is understood to have fled abroad. 


The 29-year-old Wail Abdurrahim described his work in Turkey, what he did as a 
courter and his arrest as follows: 


"I came to Turkey in 1971. I entered the Black Sea Technical University Carto- 
graphy Department and completed this school last year. In the meantime, I fre- 
quently went to Beirut. I was sympathetic to the PFLP. And I joined this organ- 
ization in 1976. Halit Salahmi, who had this job for 6 or 7 years before me and 
whom I knew only by name, was recalled to headquarters in the llth month of 1980 
and the job was given to me. Immediately afterwards, it was requested that I send 
two people to Beirut for training. But that was given up because the agents here 
were needed. 


"I went to Beirut a little while after I took the job. I met two people there. 

| learned later that one of the people I met at the PFLP office in Beirut was 
Pasha Guven. When Pasha Guven learned about my work in Turkey, he gave me a letter 
anc asked me to deliver it to a person code-named Ibrahim, who had an office in 
Beyazit in Istanbul. I checked out his status with other agents of the organi- 
zation and took the letter. Meanwhile, I learned that Pasha Guven and his friends 
wanted to obtain weapons for their organization. I was the go-between for them. 
Agreement was reached on the purchase of a large quantity of guns. But they said 
my organization would not be involved in bringing the weapons into Turkey. But I 
do not know the outcome of this effort. 


























"A little later I returned to Turkey with the letter and delivered it in Beyagit 

to the top-level DEV-SOL officer who | knew as a dentist with the codename Ibrahim. 
| was connected only with people at the upper level of the organization. I did 
not do very much because I wae arrested," 


it is understood from the investigation that the person whom the PFLP member Wail 
Abdurrahim knew by the codename Lbrahim was a de itist named Tuncer Bagdatlioglu. 
llowever, Tuncer Bagdatlioglu has not yet been arrested. 


While it was noted that Wail Abdurrahim was arrested at the Suadiye home of Tuncer 
Bagdai lioglu, code-named Ibrahim, it was reported that the PFLP-Turkish left-wing 
factions agent had undertaken extensive organizational activities especially in 
and around Trabzon between i971 and 1980 and that the investigation was being 
intensified,

FURTHER TWPP LLLEGALITILES REVEALED

[Text] Ankara (CUMHURIYET BUREAU) <- The indictment in the trial of 24 adminis- 
trators of the Turkish Worker Peasant Party (TWPP) opened by the Office of the 
Military Prosecutor of the Ankara Martial Law Command on charges of "establishing 
domination of one social class over other social classes" states that the TWPP 
sent certain leftist publications, which had been ordered confiscated by court 
decisions, to convicts in prison. 


The TWPP indictment appraises certain letters found at the party headquarters and 

says, "All of these letters contain requests from the party by convicts for leftist 
publications ordered confiscated by court decisions and which had been the subject 
of legal proceedings and it is also understood that these books were sent to them." 


The indictment, which contains letters from Gokceada, Rize, Sakarya, Nigde Aksaray, 
Corum and Nevsehir prisons from among the letters found at party headquarters, 
notes that many of the letters were sent to a person named Mehmet Yilmaz and 
expresses the following views in this regard: 


"It is seen that Mehmet Yilmaz wrote many of the letters of reply sent on behalf 
of the TWPP and its headquarters to convicts and detaineee. However, no one 
including TWPP General Chairman Dogu Perincek knows or divulges who Mehmet Yilmaz 
is. The identity of Mehmet Yilmaz is being concealed by the other suspects. This 
attitude of the suspects enounts to concealment and the sensitivity they show 
emerges as an indication of illegal activities and perceptions." 


Mentioning that the TWPP ascribed special importance to relations with Marxist- 
Leninist parties of various countries and invited them to congresses, the indict- 
ment states that discussions held "with representatives of these parties which, 
except the Iranian Communist Party, are understood to be legal parties in their 
own countries" are not openly recorded in the minutes and says that the brevity 
and discretionary nature of the replies raise strong doubts as to their contents’ 
constituting a crime. The indictment speaks of relations with the Austrian 
Marxist-Lenist Party, the Belgian Marxist-Leninist Communist Party, the Spanish 
Revolutionary Workers Party, the Portuguese Marxist-Leninist Communist Party, the 
KEN [expansion unknown] Marxist-Leninist (Netherlands) and the Iranian Proletari-~ 
Party. 

















[t was learned that Dogu Perincek and his colleagues protested the denial of their 
release requests on 15 April. In the protest petition submitted to the Ankara 
Martial Law Command Office of the Military Prosecutor, Dogu Perincek and 17 col- 
leagues criticized commencement of the NSP and TWPP triale on the same day. The 
petition, which points out that "the TWPP conducted a determined stvuggle against 
terror under cover of both the right and the left," expresses the view that they 
will be acquitted in trial. The petition says the following in summary: 


"It ie not a lawful act to detain the founders and administrators of a leftist 
party (TWPP) in order to balance the investigation of a rightist party accused of 
massacre and hundreds of crimes (NSP)."

NAP TNVOLVEMENT IN TIR FIRM REVEALED 
Ietanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 18 May 61 pp 1, 15 


[Text] VPaell Develi was arrested in Mersin for carrying a gun and incarcerated for 
1 year for possession of an unlicensed weapon. Later he was rearrested for the pre- 
meditated murders of two persone in Adana. Develi's confessions made in the Martial 
Law Court have been forwarded to the Martial Law Coordination Council. Develi said 
that he worked for the International Middle East TIR Company, which was in posses- 
sion of 447 rocket launchers that it procured in Mardin and which paid 500 lira to 
the NAP every month. He also claimed that former ministers Tuncay Matarci and 
Serafettin Elei were partners in the company. 


The former Idealist Develi, who listened dispassionately to the charges read by the 
military prosecutor, who is asking for the death penalty, began his statement by 
saying, “Tl want to tell you everything I know." With regard to the incident (men- 
tioned in the indictment) that resulted in the deathe of School for Advanced Engi- 
neering etudents Guven Bilgili and Ali Osman Beydilli, Develi said: 


“In March 1978, Galip Kutuk told me that we were going to gun down leftist students 
attending the School for Advanced Engineering. Galip was an active member of the 
idealist Nearthe Club. Prior to the incident we went to the last stop on the Topel 
“dolmue” Line in Adana's Cemalpasa District. We studied the place where leftist 
etudente gather and then went back. When we returned he introduced me to Osman 
Birbicer. Osman apparently was good with a gun. Meanwhile, to boost our morale, 
Galip eaid, ‘In this period, those who are Idealists are obliged to kill. Killing 
ie easter than hanging placards.’ But I didn't participate in the incident. Osman 
firbieer and a friend of his (Iemail Arci, who has been sentenced to death) murdered 
the cwo engineering etudente. When I didn't show up they started looking for me." 


Paeli Develi eaid that a short time later he vas une*hle to attend the Training In- 
etitute because of the change in administration and that he registered at Trabzon. 
However, he could not attend there either because of physical problems and returned 
to hie father's house in Caygecit Village located in Kadirli District. Develi said: 


“Rut when I went to the village I found Galip and his friends had already arrived 
at my father’s house. They questioned me. Later I met them in the road. Galip 
told me that I had run off and that Osman had been arrested. He said that Osman 
confessed to my having knowledge of the murders. Galip said that the police had uo 
evidence and that Osman would be out in a month. He later took me to Kenan Develi, 
oy uncle's son in Adana.” 














Faeli Develi explained that he returned to Iskenderun with the onset of winter, 
He satd: 


"Meanwhile I met Hueamettin Turkmen, Husamettin was Iraqi by birth. We came to 
Turkey because he wae being sought in his own country for advocating Turkiem and 

for a shooting. He was working at the International Middle East TIR Company. He 
apparently wae the son of the aunt of Nejat Soyler, who owned the company. From 
then on | stayed at the same house with Hus mettin. Many things were told me during 
my time there,.... 


"They said that Nejat Soyler sen. ‘90 lira every month to the WAP. NAP General 
Chairman Alpasian Turkes had appa.catly guaranteed the Iraqi Husamettin Turkmen's 
asylum in Turkey. Turkes reportedly even said to Husamettin, ‘I will have you 
naturalised, ' 


"One day they told me that one of the company's TIR's was seized full of guns. Later 
Nejat Soyler disappeared." 


The defendant in his statement to the military court later said: 


"One day they told me that former ministers Serafettin Elci and Tuncay Matarci were 
partners in the International Middle East TIR Company where I worked. I was 
astounded. 


"Security forcee seized 447 rockets [as published) in the Mardin mountains in early 
1979, It was learned that these rocket launchers belonged to our company. For this 
reason an inspector came from Istanbul and started an investigation of the company. 
Everyone was tense over the inspector's arrival. Husamettin Turkmen said that they 
offered the inspector a hefty bribe that would take care of him and his grand- 
children for life but that when he refused it they threatened him with a gun. They 
did not let me speak with him. One day Mehmet Gem Ersever and Husamettin Turkmen 
‘'-ed me on the grounds that I had become a liability to the company and knew too 


much. 
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ENERGY BCONOMICES GREECE 


PPOSPBCTS “OR COAL, NUCLEAR POWER PLANTS ANALYZED 
Athens O OLKONOMIKOS TAKHYDROMOS in Greek 23 Apr 61 pp 13, 14 
[Article by Giannis Masinos) 


(Text) The energy issue in our country is at a critical juncture. Our country's 
strong depentence on Oil--whose price is increasing continually and which is 

being handled by suppliers in way not always unrelated to the connection between 
supp lying oi] and extra-econom c criteria -dictates a radical revision of our 
energy policy. Such a change--although we do not know whether it is based on 

an in-depth study of the matter--was announced a few days ego by Minister of 
Industry and Energy St. Manos, who though laconic is always to the point in what 
he says. During the opening ceremonies for the show “Energy 81," he stated that: 


"From 1989 on, nuclear energy and imported coal will be covering our additional 
needs for electric power, inasmuch as our lignite deposits will have been 
committed for the purpose of fueling those lignite-fired plants which will be 
operative by 1989 (it is expected that the known lignite deposits will be 
exhausted by 2010).” 


The minister added that the requisite efforts have begun for replacing mazut by 
imported coal in electric-power production and industry. The schedule of the 
DE! (Public Power Corporation) calls for the establishment of the first such 
coal-burning plant, with a power of 700 megawatts, by the year 1986. 


Thue, two new orientations in parallel with the use of Greece's traditional 
sources of energy (since the Thasos oil cannot be a substitute for imports) 

are entering the stage of realization. These are the use of nuclear energy 

and the use of pit-coal (which will be imported. since again Greece lacks this 
very valuable mineral). However, both of these are associated with chapters of 
history and pages of literature which give rise co feelings of repugnance and 
fear among the public. 


Coa! is identified with the worst of working conditions for the extremely 
powerless proletariat, which supplied a great many casualties in the mine 
galleries, which used to be full of dust and every so often flooded or collapsed. 
To be a coal miner used to mean, and perhaps still means, to be engaged in one 
of the most unhealthy types of work, and it is identified with wages of terror 
and with untimely deaths. Also it is identified with pages from Dickens, Zola, 
and Cronin, which are darkened with fog, coal-dust, and smog. The London cloud 
of a century ago was 4 product of the burning ©‘ coal. 














However, these thinge now belong more or less to history and to the liters ture 

of the past. Today, the bu.ning of coal is done under very advanced technological 
conditions, and it seems that all the dust whieh used to be dispersed into the 
atmouphere during transporting and transsl}ipments has been eliminated entirely. 
It appears that modern technology has done miracles here as well. At least this 
ie what is asserted by Lhe Shell company, which is interested in establishing 

in Greece the tiret large terminal for imported pit-coal, in association (if the 
occasion arises) with Greek interests. If this information and these assurances 
are correct=-something which O OTKONOMIKOS is investigating by way of one of its 
specialist contributors--then the utiligation of such coal will mean an energy 
reversion to the past without its more unpleasant side effects. Of course, there 
is also the matter of examining the cost for and the foreign-exchange expense 
invoived in this type of change. 


Ae to ue.ng nuclear energy, matters are not so simple. The heated opposition 

to nuclear power plants, which is headed chiefly by the ecological mov ents 
(but which is also the object of political propaganda) is not unjustified, nor 
can it be questioned as to its moral basis. The propagation of nuclear energy 
facilitates the propag ton of nuclear weapons, and it also makes people captive 
to a force whose harmful consequences--though unquestionably associated with 

the propagation of the disease of cancer--have not yet been evaluated to their 
full extent and significance. At the same time, it suffers always from the 
nightmare cf the repetition of a Hiroshima from a simple accident. And this is 
not mere alarmism. <A few days ago (8 April 1981), in a front-page article from 
New York, the FINANCIAL TIMES wrote that the General Electric Company's (boiling- 
water) reactors, which are being used in a third of all nuclear power plants 

{ electric-power production in the United States, show weaknesses in their 
recooling systems which could create a safety problem according to a report by 
the Federal Nuclear Regulatory Commission of the United States. 


In any case, the following are indisputable facts: 


First: Electric power from nuclear plants has been a reality for many years now 
in the wealthiest countries of the West and East, without any fatal accidents 
having occurred up to now (let alone any Hiroshimas). 


And nuclear power is being included in the energy programs of all countries, 

even those which do not yet have such power plants (such as Greece, for example). 
In fact, in some countries such as Sweden, for example, nuclear power covers 

40 percent of the country's electric-power needs (with water power supplying 

the rest). The current Swedish premier, Falldin, who came into power on the 
basis of his ecological program concerning an abolition  .f nuclear plants, not 
only essentially abandoned this program but moreover was compelled to comply with 
the outcome of a referendm which agreed to stop the creation of nuclear plants 
when these amounted to 12 in number (so much for those here in Greece who invoke 
the Swedish example as a proper policy opposed to nuclear power plants)! The 
Swedish example allows us to acquire up to 12 nuclear plants! 





Second: The alLandonment of the technology of nuclear fission before other sources 
of energy have been developed commercially (nuclear fusion, solar, geothermal, 
biomass, and so forth) is not being espoused by any country or by any people. 
Because this would imply the voluntary acceptance of a reduction in prosperity

and in seme of those comforts which modern technology provides for people. 

Aside from certain romantic ecologists (who are quite likely to be the only ones 
whe have the correct perception on a long-range basis), no government and no 
contemporary society will consent to this. Not only those who enjoy the benefits 
of abundance (in both the West and Bast, we repeat), but also those who are 
struggling to rise above the confines of the suffering Third World. 


Third: The very obvious and awesome dangers connected with nuclear energy have 
inspired safety regulations which are both strict and detailed and which reduce 

the risks to levels much below the limits considered tolerable for any other 

source Of mortal dange:. Furthermore, the affair of the American Three Mile Island 
power plant did not have fatal consec ences, at least from what we know, even 
though the certain amount of canger which did develop gave rise to a tremendous 
mobilization of opposition both in the United States and among other sensitive 
peoples, such as the West Germans, for example. 


Fourth: It is certain that a significant amount of opposition to nuclear plants 
here in Greece is linked to political expediencies. The fact that all the plans 
up to now for establishing such stations here have been connected with a 
procurement of reactors from the West has been enough to mobilize not only 

the sincere environmental protectionists or the residents of possible site areas-- 
who are understandably uneasy--but also the friends of peace and the Greek 
humanitarians! 


Put now, it seems, matters are taking a different turn. Not only because the 
danger of our being left without sufficient energy (that is, the danger of our 
living standard falling to a very low level once again) has begun to be perceived 
by bioad classes of people. But also bucause at last the government seems 

to be acting in an intelligent way for once, thus neutralizing a large segment 

of the enemies of nuclear energy. There was an immediate and positive response 
to its maneuver of sympathetically considering (even if merely as a subject of 
discussions) Soviet proposals for supplying our country with electric-power 
producing stations on the basis of nuclear energy. Almost all the newspapers 
featured this news in a positive way, and there began also the relevant pacifying 
chatter aimed at easing the minds of those same readers to whom, up to a few days 
earlier, these newspapers were presenting nuclear plants as even more terrible 
than the caldre of Beelzebub. In fact, on the same day I read in one or two 
newspapers that "The Soviet Union is considered to be one of those countries 
where the strictest safety standards are in effect for nuclear plants." 


Thus, from the very same day the first distinction--entirely unfounded, of course-- 
began to be made between unsafe and safe nuclear energy. The safe kind is the 
Soviet energy, naturally (here too we have “ideology"?). I will not be surprised 
if both the scientific discussions and the relevant congresses about the dangers 
from nuclear energy are downgraded. It is enough for che government to keep open 
the prospect of procuring at least one reactor from the USSR. Indeed, in our 
opinion it would be proper to make this procurement from the Soviets, but at the 
same time we ought to seriously consider setting up a program for the pro. ment 
of a second or even a third plant as well. 


We believe that the opportunity offered by the very advanced Swedish technology 
(of ASEA-ATOM), which both West and East are taking advantage of, provides 
pos ‘ies for dispersing our nuclear dependence in the inevitable event 
| ow Democracy government) that at least one plant will also come from 
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the West. Because thanks to its political neutrality and che balance which it 
maintains between the two superpowers, Sweden is engaging in intelligent practical 
business methods which our country as well can profitably benefit from. We note 
as indicative of this the fact that although Sweden (which has huge deposits 

of uranium underground) does not itself enrich any uranium (the raw material for 
nuclear plants), nevertheless it is co--luding supply agreements for nuclear 
stations which are not only turnkey but also include the enriched uranium for 
these plants. Sweden is carrying out this enrichment half in the United States 
and half in the USSR. In this way, the purchasers of Swedish nuclear plants 
have more security with respect to a continuation in the supply of enriched 
uranium, and not a one-sided dependence on only one superpower. 


Of course, the prospect of a Swedish nuclear-power solution presupposes the 
existence in Greece of a government which will have the strength to make decisions 
which will remove it from the immediate spheres of influence of the superpowers 
and wili broaden its freedom in choosing solutions according to the national 
interests. The recent trip by Premier G. Rallis to *tockholm has revealed the 
tremendous opportunities offered by this pioneering Swedisl. technology, not only 
in telecommunications and the electrification of railways--for which the relevant 
Swedish proposals are already under discussion--but also in the energy sector, 
assuming of course that the establishment of nuclear plants in our country is 
definitely settled. 


Of course, it would be very naive on our part if we believed that in such a case 
the other traditional nuclear powers of the West (United States, England, France) 
would not exert behind-the-scenes pressures on the Greek government or would 

let it alone to make its decisions on the basis of criteria by which they do 

not measure their own interests. However, it is equally certain that present-day 
Greece is not the one of the age of Purifoy or even of the 7-year dictatorshi 

and the freedom of the press and of criticism does not leave open the possibil 
of the imposition of solutions which in a one-party (that is, a dictatorial) 
regime are never publicized and consequently are not affected by the reactions 
of the public and the search for the most benefitical choice. 


’ 
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of course, with what we state above, no clear answer is given tc the critical 
question: Yes or no to nuclear power plants? This is a question which has 

taken on ar. even greater significance following the recent earthquakes. The 
discussion on these matters in the Chamber of Deputies gave the chairman of PASOK 
the opportunity to emphasize the absolute opposition of his party to the 
establishment of electric-power producing nuclear reactors fn Greece. The 
seismicity of this land, which the recent earthquakes underlined in such a 

graph > way, reinforces this position. 


We will ada yet another negative factor, which relates to the makeshift manner, 
sloppiness. and irresponsibility with which Greek national services operate 

as a rule, and which is characteristic of Greek behavior generally. The most 
fundamental safety rules for nuclear plants presuppose meticulousness of behavior 
and strict conformity in the observance of a number of tiresome and at first 
giance unnecessary measures, which our Greek frivolity and “unseriousness" could 
easily neglect or even ignore altogether. 
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but on the other hand, the entry of vr country into the EEC, almost all of 

whose member countries already have nuclear plants, obliges it to adopt the 
relevant programe of the EBC, According to the latest report by the Community's 
commission (of 19 February), which was published also in Greek--so that interested 
parties could read extensive passages of text minus all the slogans--"the 

member states of the FEC should intensify their pace on establishing nuclear 
plants within the coming years." And we ourselves have not even begun. 
Notwithstanding that according to the EEC commission, “nuclear plants are 
indisputably the most suitable means for the production of electricity." We will 
add that they are also the cheapest aside from water power and coal--or at least 
this is what is maintained by the champions of nuclear reactors, although the 
opponents dispute this advantage as well. 


We note also that nuclear power plants are built under the most meticulous 
specifications, which make provisions as well for the risk of earthquakes. The 
soviet deputy minister, Mr (Falalegyev), assured Mr Manos that his country is 
building nuclear plants which can withstand an earthquake with a magnitude 

up to 9 on the Richter scale (TA NEA, 14 March 1981). 


France (with which the Soviets are cooperating on this matter) is doing the same 
thing. According to a very interesting article by Foivos Oikonomidis (in 
ELLVTHEROTYPTA, 14 March 1981), in their calculations the French are seriously 
taking into consideration even earthquakes which happened in 1564 (1), and in 
yeneral they are considering all the historical data which have to do with 
earthquakes in the area the nuclear plants will be located. In fact, each of 
their structures is expected even to stand up to a very powerful earthquake 
which has its epicenter at the point where the nuclear plant has been erected! 


We believe that it will be advantageous to take into consideration all these 
tactors in the course of our country's energy planning, even though the 
Appropriate minister of energy has stated to his Soviet colleague that it is 
“till too early for our country to negotiate the purchase of a nuclear reactor, 
since the first one in Greece has not been scheduled to go into operation until 
in 1990, 


nm this occasion, would it be indiscreet of O OIKONOMIKOS to ask what has become 
of the very interesting plans and initiatives which the government announced 

in connection with the development of solar energy, following a relevant series 
ot articles by us? What is the committee doing which undertook to expedite 

chis matter? Is the subject of solar energy as well being relegated to the 

urevk calends? Or is it the case that the Greek authorities have not learned 
that even in this country some people have not forgotten and moreover are keeping 
an eye on what is being done and what is not being done concerning this important 
issue? Since the same sort of concern may not exist on the part of the authorities, 
in this column we will be presenting soon the most recent developments in the 
sector of the productive utilization of solar energy.

OLL INDUSTRY REFORM EXPLORED

[Text] O11 means the basic source of energy needed by the developing Turkish 
nation, A nation's lack of raw materiale to meet its energy needs and its obliga- 
tion to make foreign purchases make that nation's economic life dependent upon 

the outside. Shortages have appeared in oil-importing countries, created by oil 
prices that have risen ir recent years and the embargoes. 


The fight in our country over the Petroleum Law and its system began even before 
the exploration for oil and the production intended to meet the country's needs. 
The date on which the hue and cry began that foreign capital and technology were 
going to exploit our underground resources was the 1954 elections. Charges that 
the law was a capituiative one has for years been the subject of debate among 
politicians. In short, the oil squabble emerged before the oil did. 


In the wake of wasted years, we are confronted with a foreign exchange shortage 
sparked by the rise in crude oil prices on the world market. The loses left our 
nation in one year's time by the chacterboxes who were dumped from the corridors 
into the streets amounted to  t least 3 billion dollars. The irresponsible authors 
of these loses are still in the public eye. It was evident that the matter could 
not bear up under furcher error. Today the discovery of oil in our country anc 

its production have become national obsessions. 


We should consider in 4 areas measures for achieving the goal of meeting our oil 
needs. These are: legal measures, administrative measures, fiscal measures, 
and political measures. 


Let us now briefly present these measures one by one. 
Legal Measures 


The Petroleum Law was modified in line with a new mentality wherein its policy 
was made distinct through a codification termed a reform bill. This mentality 
excluded the mixed-economy approach and gave priority to state enterprises. The 
TPAO (Turkish Petroleum Corporation) was given preferential treatment in the 
number and series of its explorations. And it has held a monopoly in operations 
that depend upon the receipt of a "Document." 
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The oil tnaustry la an integrated one. In other words, it ie a branch of induatry 
that must organize the mutual functions of production and sales. Production and 
wales (to include petro-chenleals), starting from the wellhead, represent the 
totality of production, refining, shipment, storage, and marketing. These opera- 
tions are in tact interconnected, The Petroleum Law forbade the private sector 
and foreign capitalists from establishing an integrated operation as a move suit- 
able to the ofl industry. 


Moreover, Turkish law did not leave the price fixing authority for crude and 
refined oll-=that ie, the profit margin-<to market conditions but assumed that 
authority Leself. 


The edict, promulgated in January 1980 with the aim of stimulating oil exploration, 
cannot be said to have altered the etatist character of the law. However, allevi- 
ative administrative remedies were found. The needed legal measures must be taken 
if one believes in private sector contribution to ofl production. Retroactive 
dire tives issued recently to raise the profit shares of the ATAS (Anatolian 
Refinery Corporation) Refinery or decrease the losses of those who process the 
importation from refinery partners are aimed at compensating for the law's harsh 
practices of the past. But even the endorsement of directives aimed at erasing 
injurious practices sparked by provisions in the current law in which interference 
with those in the right is allowed, can be regarded as passed exemplars that may 
bode ill for the future. We believe that the mode of thinking dominant in the 
January 1980 Edict and the mixed-economy mentality can be put into law through a 
reexamination of-<topping the list of needed legal reforms--paragraphs 25, 35, and 
% of article 3, and articles 6, 13, 17, and 18 of the current law, as well as 

the law's other articles that impinge on the same areas, articles 25 and 26, plus 
provisions that block giving TPAO the power to pursue international arbitration, 
as well os article 55 of Law 1702, the time frame of articles 52 and 55, the time 
frame of articles 60, 65, and 68, a reexamination of article 95, those articles 
dealing with taxation, and articles 112, 113, 114, 115, 116, and 118 in that law. 


Administrative Measures 
The alteration or reform of the Petroleum Law is not a measure simple designed to 


increase production. Even the administrative measures cited below anticipate the 
legal measures to be taken. These measures are: 





Senior employees in administrative and technical services should be chosen from 
public-sector personnel involved in ofl exploration. Selection and placement will 
be based solely on competence and capability. 


Pay and authority should be given these individuals commensurate with practices 
used in the case of foreigners. 


TPAO should be free from all routine political and administrative interference. 
Scientific capability and fiscal resources enabling the performance cf services 


related to ofl exploration and refining should be integrated within the old 
administrative etructure of the Petroleum Affairs General Directorate.

Regulation of ofl exploration and fiscal and administrative interference by 
adm! latrative officers not directly concerned should be decreased to a reasonable 
level, 


The TPAO should have fiscal and administrative autonomy to conclude agreements on 
the international market suitable to market conditions. 


The applications and business transactions of Turkish and foreign companies should 
be dealt with speedily and impartially by government offices. 


Authorized public-sector personnel should act toward those witi: ofl entitlements 
in «4 manner that sincerely observes the principles of equality and impartiality. 


These measures should be standard procedure. 


In my opinicn, the Turkish petroleum campaign cannot be carried forth unless the 
structure of the domestic oil industry is reformed and starts to act like a private 
corporation, A fiscally strong TPAO should be created as soon as possible that 
commands confidence on the foreign market, that can embark on joint explorations 
using foreign technology and capital on a 50-50 basis, and that is managed by 
dynamic administrators freed from politica) and bureaucratic constraints. 


lt is useful in this connection to recall a point that remains dormant, although 
it appears in every 5-year plan. The Petroleum Office should be placed under the 
administrative umbrella of TPAO and TPAO should as soon as possible initiate 
integrated operations such as those run by like foreign companies. 


Fiscal Measures 


We can consider fiscal measures in two areas: the problems of our state enter- 
prises and those of private firms. Strengthening the service function as well 

as the fiscal structure of the TPAO, which serves both oil production and the 
public interest, in a way that will not result in waste and misuse top the fiscal 
problems that must be resolved in this public facility. Another of this enter- 
prise's troubles centers on debts it cannot collect from the Petroleum Office 
because the latter has been perpetuated as TPAO's marketing agent. This situation 
has occasionally gotten TPAO into hot water. 


Ensuring the TPAO's foreign exchange needs in sufficient amounts and on time for 
exploration purposes will be a fiscal measure needed for the public~-sector's 
success in exploration. 

The fiscal problems of the foreign private sector are: 

a) The imported capital account parallels actual importation. 


b) The wellhead price for discovered oil is not below market prices. 


c) Oi1 is transported to refineries either by a practical p‘peline or with an 
overland transport fee. 
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d) Ol can be refined at public facilities at a cost compatible with the 
Mediterrenean market or it can be exported, 


e) The companies can shift transferable profits without delay. 
f) They will not have to pay unreasonable taxes beyond their profits. 


Private Turkish companies are just getting into exploration. Besides the prin- 
ciples of equality and impartiality, they should be able to take advantage of 
several public cunds for their exploration operations. If they make discoveries-- 
which would please us all--they can have their oil refined at public refineries. 
They should also receive fiscal support for exploratory drilling. 


Political Measures 


For years Turkish public opinion has been conditioned by the literature of 
"exploitation." Those of our politicians who were ignorant on the matter expressed 
negative views commensurate with their ignorance. Those who were knowledgable, 
however, spoke only as far as they dared. The propaganda that started in 1963 
brought Turkey in 17 years time to the point of "domestic production on the decline 
in relation to increasing consumption." Today with increasing crude oil prices 

the daily monetary req: irement for imported oil has reached 15 million dollars. 


Turkish ofl policy must be a prudent one, devoid of presupposition. It should be 
a candid and balanced policy dictated by reason and with clear options. Therefore, 
there should be no place for slogans in this policy. Our policy must be realistic 
because it is prudent. In other words, it must be a policy that is aware of its 
own imperfections, that merits efforts toward correcting the imperfections, and 
that does not cover up the imperfections, making no effort to expose them. This 
policy must be based on a mixed economy and the realities of a mixed economy 
rather than on present oil regulations. The policy's national character must be 
considered in conjunction with our country's taking its place among the world's 
free nations. It must show respect for the legal obligations of coexistence. 


We must hav a national energy policy. This plan has to be binding on all sectors. 
It must establish Turkey's national energy needs with a broad and long-range 
perspective. And in doing this it must be serious, binding, productive, economic, 
and prudent. It should not be forgotten that the free world of which we are a 
part is a system of free ideas. It is impossible to give the appearance of 
accepting this system while living according to a cen.ral-plan mentality. 


At last we have perforce come to a period in which those who govern the state and 
nation are divesting themselves of presuppositions and false ideas. It is a period 
in which they are growing accustomed to a study of topics and problems by framing 
them in their intrinsic conditions. And it is a period in which they are executing 
prudently-arrived-at decisions with meritorious candor and courage. The years 
ahead must not be heaped upon years lost. Perceptions must be quashed in which 
self-inspired notions are valued above actual international market conditions, 

in which the foreigner is forced to accept these notions, and in which he is 
viewed as our nation's enemy should he not accept them.

ALTERNATE COORDINATION MINISTER ANALYZES ECONOMY

[Text] In the last decade the economies of the developed countries and the 
world economy more generally have undergone radical changes in their structure 
and their manner of functioning. 


The approximately 20 years which preceded the 1973 oil crisis was a period of 
stable economic advancement and prosperity for all the developed countries and 
for most of the developing countries. Within this framework of the "consuming 
society," which continually increased both its consumption and its investments 
without causing serious problems of inflation or with respect to monetary 
stability, the economists did not face serious difficulties, and the "management" 
of most of the economies by means of the classical instruments was relatively 
easy. The decade of the 1970's and especially the period after the 1973 oil 
crisis completely upset this idyllic economic scene, and since then the 
economists in the various countries have tried various methods in an attempt 
to solve the fundamental economic problems, especially that of inflation, but 
with very limited or almost no success. 


When we come to the Greek economy more specifically, we find that matters are 

not much better, and particularly with respect to the primary problem of inflation 
we are in a more disadvantageous position than many countries of Europe. Of 
course, the persistence of high rates of inflation in recent years is not 
unrelated to the expansionist policy which was followed up to 1978, but it is 

not at all certain that the opposite policy would have led to lower rates 

of inflation like those which were observed in recent years (up to 1979) in 

the countries of the FFC. The finding both here and in most of the EEC countries 
is that the fever of the economy--inflation--is not lowered by means of the 
classical medicines of holding down the money supply and of recession, even 

when these medicines are given in doses which are dangerous to the overall health 
of the patient and especially to its growth. 


The truth is that the structures of the economy have changed substantially and 
that the problems which we confront today differ radically from the problems of 
the previous decade. The most substantial changes are our economy's increased 
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interconnections with and dependence on the world economy, and the great 
expansion of the “underground economy." 


Between 1960 and 1975, the total level of our foreign trade rose from 20 percent 
to 32 percent in relation to the national income, while invisible receipts as 

a percentage of the national income increased from 2 percent to 10 percent. 
Especially within the last 5 years, the absolute level of both the aggregate 

of imports and exports and also invisible receipts has more than doubled. 


Economic Dependence 


These developments have resulted in a greater dependence on the part of the Greek 
economy on corresponding international developments, especially in the sector 

of industry, where over 50 percent of production is exported. At the same time, 
this more extensive interconnection means in practice that the drachma is 
becoming more and more convertible, since the channels and the specific 
opportunities for its legal or even illegal conversion into foreign currency 

are multiplying. 


Of the many consequences from this fact, we will mention only the most important: 


1. We cannot rely any longer on the mechanisms of foreign-exchange control 
for protecting our balance of payments. We must make the inflow of foreign 
exchange attractive to Greeks, and on the other hand we must restrict the 
incentives which they have for converting their drachmas into foreign currency 
and investing them in foreign countries. There is a manifest need to bring 
domestic interes rates into line with international interest rates, with of 
course the addition of an “ecart" for the differential inflation rate. 


2. We urgently need to develop a full-fledged foreign-exchange market both 
for transactions on current account and for term transactions, which will act 
as a stabilizing factor over the drachma's peaks of supply and demand against 
other currencies. The only way the above systems can function is to give the 
banks the freedom to fix the interest rates for advances and deposits, both 
in drachmas and in foreign currencies, and thus to introduce the requisite 
self-regulation into the banking system. 


The Underground Economy 


The second substantial change in the structure of the Greek economy is the 
persistent growth of the underground economy, which is getting bigger and bigger 
all the time. The definition of the underground economy--as the totality of 
those economic activities which are not reported and which are not carried on 
from within our financial system--precludes any effort to calculate its size. 
Going entirely on intuition and cn the basis of certain specific cases which 

we believe are not far from the true picture, we estimate that today the 
underground economy represents about 1/4 to 1/3 of our national income. 


The first characteristic of the incomes in the underground economy is that both 
in their genesis and in their journeying within the domain of the economy, 
as a rule they avoid using the banking system. 
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Their second characteristic is that because of their origin (untaxed profits 

and salaries) they show an increased propensity toward consumption, and they 

turn toward saving or investment only to a emall degree. in the latter case, 

the objects of such saving or investment are the money market of illegal 
financing, which today operates with interest rates of from 36-60 percent, the 
amuggling of goods to foreign countries, the acquisition of gold, imports, and 
investment in real estate, particularly in substandard buildings in recent times. 
Jp to 1978-1979, the legal building and the automobile were absorbing a significant 
portion of the “investmente" of the underground economy. But since then, 

on the one hand the changing of the rates of construction and the various 
city-planning regulations and on the other hand the introduction of the evidence- 
of-income tax provisions and the doubling of the levy on automobiles have stopped 
this alternative almost completely. 


New Institutions Needed 


The new structures of the Greek economy require also new institutions and new 
courses of economic policy in order for us to be able to handle these structures. 
The more extensive connection of the Greek economy with foreign economies and 
the de facto convertibility of the drachma, as well as the existence of an 
underground economy of a significant size which operates in parallel with the 
“official” economy, mean that the State's intervention in the economy by way 

of its “regulatory” activity is now ineffective. It is clear that the variour 
licenses, regulations, and provisions--which are supposed to regulate even the 
smallest detail of our economic life--no longer have any substantial effect, 
aside from the fact that they create various distortions in the economy and 
give rise to opportunities for the underground economy to increase its activities 
and its incomes. 


In addition, it is well known that the classic tools for pursuing economic policy 
(monetary and credit means, public-finance methods, and so forth) and the various 
controls for imposing such a policy have had little effect in recent years, and 
most of the time their adverse side effects have been greater than their positive 
effects. 


What are the requisite new institutions and the new courses of economic pol icy 
which will restore the correct reactions between the new structures of the Greek 
economy and the efforts to regulate and stabilize it? It is evident that the 
answer to this is not easy. The working out of the new institutions and even 
more their implementation presupposes a careful studying of the entire spectrum 
of the Greek economy, including the underground economy, and the subsequent 
introduction of institutional changes which will be truly radical. 


In general, it could be said that the new institutional framework must be based 
on pairing incentives and disincentives and on self-regulation, in place of 
resorting to the regulative role of the State over the economy. We will mention 
only some examples of such self-regulating institutions. 


The decontrol of interest rates and the strengthening of competition in the 


banking system, as well as the introduction of new forms and organizations for 
financing which do not exist in Greece at present, will lead to a significant 
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dectcase in OF even abolition of the money market of illegal financing. Certain 
peuulations with respect to matters concerning notes, and the introduction of 
secured bank=notes, could lead to a more effective control over the money supply 
am! to the legalisation of many transactions which are concealed at present. 


The opening up Of an exchange market and the introduction of the drachma to stock 
excharges abroad have begun already to solve many of the problems which our balance 
of faymente faces Loday, and whether or not they are followed by other measures 

to decontrol the circulation of capital it is certain that they will lead to 

the repatriation of large amounts of currency which are outside the country at 

the present time. 


Ih the Sector of trade, a whole series of self-regulation measures could be 
introduced, after previously doing away with the various licenses and after 
competitive conditions within the market have been restored through suitable 
incentives and disincentives and sound interventionary mechaniems. 


in housing, the instituting of financial incentives for organized construction 
activity in connection with the ekistic areas would solve the problem of 
substandard housing construction and would lead to the creation of proper ekistic 
aggregates for the first time, 


Finally, in the public=finance sector there is much room for the implementation 
of the principles of self-regulation and the abolition of the various controls, 
and this te the only effective means for truly ext@rminating tax evasion and 
the underground economy which is nourished so generously by it. 


Like a Tied-up Chicken 


Tt i® not an easy journey from the present system of complicated controls, the 
thousands of provisions, and the corresponding committees which--supposediy-- 

im lement them but whieh circumvent them most of the time, to a different state 
of affairs where the economy will be controlled in the self-regulating way which 
wo Mntioned above. As a certain banker stated fittingly, our economy resembles a 
chiclen with ate feet tied together, which after a trip of many hours on the train 
is not able to even stand when it reaches its destination and its fetters are 

cut away. But the truth is that in the Greek economy even these presumed fetters 
ceased long ago to be fetters or to control or restrict it. 


With the sense of responsibilit, which must characterize those who are concerned 
with ouch serious issues ae the country's economy, we should recognize this reality 
and proceed quickly to work out the new institutions which are required by the 

new structures of our economy and to implement them while there is still time. 


These pew inetitut‘ons are none other than those which are required for success 
in our accession to the Common Market, since they are based on the frndamenta!l 
principle of healthy competition which te the credo of the Treaty of Rome. 
Put these institutions are necessary in themeelves as well, and independently of 
our ‘ry into the BRC, because they will reestablish a form of economy which 

mor imple, without distortions and without thousands of ineffective controls 


which are the origin of maladjustments and a destabilization of the economy. The 
simplicity which was the basis of the ancient Greek spirit is good for the 
economy as weil

STATUS OF NEW LABOR CONTRACTS EXAMINED

[Text] In a ectentific meeting held at the university back when provisional law 
no 2564 on establishment of the SAC (Supreme Arbitration Council] went into effect, 
the host, Prof Halid Kemal Elbir, said that the subtance of the legal principles 
introduced by the law could be explained only in the “compulsory arbitration" sye- 
tem. Labor Minister Prof Turan Esener, who attended the meeting, maintained that, 
looking at the lawmaker's intent, it would be a very big mistake to explain the 
principles which the law introduces as “compulsory arbitration.” Esener said 
that, although the union had no direct contribution, since new rights provided 

che worker had been appraised as if there were a new union contract, the purpose 
had been to avoid alienating the worker from his union or the collective agree- 
ment concept. 


And what emerged from the debates and statements at the meeting was that the law- 
maker cherished the goal of transition to free unions. However, it was also 
etressed that he intended to eliminate certain developments considered to be nega- 
tive in our collective agreement and union system by taking advantage of a time 
when strikes and lockouts were banned and the activities of some unions were com- 
pletely suspended. For example, as the TURK-IS [Turkish Confederation of Labor] 
unions were net closed, they were granted the right to engage in collective bar- 
gaining, at least as long as it did not reach the strike stage, and if no agree- 
ment wae reached up to thie etage, the conflict could be taken to the SAC. While 
there was no legal objection, the failure to grant this right to TURK-IS unions 
stemmed more from concern over not treating unfairly the unions of the Confed- 
eration of Revolutionary Worker Unions than from the thought of collective agree- 
ments’ being reviewed single-handedly. 


However, looking at the decisions which have emerged from the SAC, can it be said 
that the Lawmaker achieved the goals of not alienating the worker from his col- 
lective agreement and his union and, in this context, of eliminating interagreement 
differences which destroy social balance? 


Let us try with one further example to understand what the principles introduced 

in connection with wage increases. Contracts held over until after 12 September 

in Petrol Is [Turkish Petroleum, Chemical, Nitrogen and Atomic Workers Union] are 
being concluded now. On the basis of the rights won in the last contract concluded 
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a ee 


by Petrol=-le before 12 September, we figured up what the worke: would have received 
if thie contract had net been signed and were being concluded now, The worker 
making 30 liras per day in 19860 would be getting 59 percent leus than he does 
today, and the worker making 60 liras per day would be getting 3/7 percent less. 
Income losees for 1981 would be even higher, 71 percent for the 30-liras er-day 
worker and 51 percent for the 60-liras=-per-day worker. There ie just one thing to 
say about thie conerete example showing the income losses between contracts 

Signed earlier and the new contracts being signed for the same dates: In a branch 
of labor with @ strong union and able to strike easily it was possible to ensure 
wage increases higher than Turkey's general baiance of payments. The SAC's goal 
ie to eneure balance between the worker able to get very high raises and the 
worker unable to get any raise at all, 


Aithough this goal ie creating wage differences between workers in the same 
branch of labor and under the same conditions, it may be accepted as correct 
within ite own logic. But the same contract example demonstrates another very 
important tact. While the 30-lira-per-day worker suffers a 59 percent loss, the 
60-lira-per-day worker has a 37 -ercent loss. 


The decisions on principle which the SAC, in conjunction with the Audit Office, 
hae taken on contract items other than wages are much more meaningful and far more 
telling for the future. In spite of everything, discrepancies arising in wages 
can be corrected easily in latter-day contracts. But accepting as compulsory the 
nature of the rights introduced by law for matters prescribed by law is detri- 
mental to the autonomy of collective agreements in the future as a legal precept. 
In the letter of 6 -iai jurisprudence which governs labor-management relations, it 
would be stressed that the laws on worker rights specify minimum rights for all 
workers and these rights can alway: be topped by collective agreements. Profes- 
sore explain to their students at the beginning of labor .aw correes that laws on 
workers’ righte are not “absolute,” but regulatory, indicating minimum rights. 

Yet in all of ite principle decisions, the SAC, which is made up for the most part 
of euch men, is entering the terms of the law into new contracts in matters where 
legaily-prescribed worker rights are involved and is deleting developed rights 
placed in the contracts in this regard. 





SAC members may say, “We are not placing such and such rights, which had been won 
in the old contracts, in the new contracts for such and such reasons.” If there 

is social justice in their rationale, society may at least respect the rationale 
even though worker rights are lost. But attempting to do the same thing by saying, 
"The law saye eo,” may start off a very erroneous trend such as “Rights beyond 

what is in the law cannot be obtained through collective agreements.” This is 

not in keeping with the lawnaker's intent of goving on to “free unions” in the 
future and “not alienating the worker from his union and collective agreement."

MANAGEMENT TAX UNDERGOES REVISION 
latanbul CUMMURIYET in Turkish 3 May 81 pp 1, 5 


[Text] Ankara (CUMHURIYET BUREAI') <= The NSC [National Security Council) approved 
the Management Tax Law Draft. The law will enter into effect on the firet of the 
month following publication in the RESMI GAZETE. The management tax is no longer 
covered under the Financing Law, but is an independent law. The tax rate will now 
be 3} percent; in the old Law it varied between 5 percent and 30 percent. 


The new law contains two tables identifying items and taxpayers subject to the 
tax. Services performed by businesses in either table will be subject to the 
retail sales management tax. 


The tax will be filed on a quarterly basis for the calendar year in which activity 
is shown. Payment is to be made to the tax office concerned by the 25th day of 
the month following the taxation period for which the statement has been filed and 
taxpayers whose business is not subject to the tax in any taxation period w‘ll 
etill be obligated to file a return. Payment of the management tax in a lump sum 
has been eliminated. 


The management tax will be collected by the tax office in the location where the 
event occasioning the tax takes place on the basis of statements filed by the 
subject business. 


According to the law, the management tax will be collected by using retail sales 
verification or cash registers. The Finance Ministry will iseve a directive in 
this regard. Cash registers will be sold on installment by the State Equipment 
Office to businesses with net assets of less than 1 million liras. 


Businesses will post a notice visible to customers stating that they are subject 
to the tax. For every count of failing to post the notice, the form and content 
of which will be designated by the Finance Ministry, a noncompliance fine of 1,000 
liras (250 liras in villages) will be levied. Purchasers and those making use of 
the services of service establishments will be required to request and keep retail 
sales verification ane present it (along with the article, vares or provisions if 
any) tf requested to do so by authorized employees upon leaving the establishment. 


Service Businesses Subject to Tax 


The service businesses subject to the management tax as listed in Table 1 of the 
law are as tollows: 
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~-Reception halle and cocktail lounges, all inns, beer parlors, cafes, bare, 
pavillione and night clube, taverne, discotheques and dance halls, cafeterias 

and restaurantes (excluding third clase reataurante which do not serve beer and 
aleoholic beverages), all clubs and pubs (including private places for the use of 
aseoclation members, but excluding sporte club recreation areas), ©* nas, beauty 
parlors and institutes, hotele, motels, motor camps, clothing cleaners, pastry 
shops, game arcades, card salons and billiard halle (and similar places) and 
parks, 


The types of businesses or products subject to the tax as listed in Table 2 of the 
law are! 


~wAll furniture groups (including metal, ) it excluding those used in medicine and 
surgery), all veady-to-wear clothing (including those of fur, fake tur and lea- 
ther), rugs, floor coverings (excluding hand- or machine-made pile ruge and all 
ruge and floor coverings made of fiber, yarn or multi-ply yarn on a frame or of 
pressed fibers (flat weaves and felts), indoor-outdoor carpet and other poly- 
merized floorcoverings and foam rubber pads, goid and silver wares and all jewelry, 
fosbujiteri [meaning unknown), cameras and movie cameras, projectors, accessories 
and film (including slides), all musical .astruments, sete and parts, radios and 
televisions (including records, cassettes and tapes), all articles made of dressed 
hide or natural or simulated leather (excluding saddles and harness), all crystal- 
ware, all Lighting fixtures, shades and such made of glass, etc., all electric 

or gas home and kitchen appliances, all bathroom fixtures, hardware, construction 
hardware group (including all pipes and extension parts, wall paper, whitewash, 
paint, varnish, shellac, redlead paint and additives, door knockers, locks, hinges 
and all naile and screws), all sewing machines, adding machines, typewriters, 
photocopy and reproduction machines, safes, security boxes, all types of clocks, 
all toiletries and cosmetice (including hairdryers, curling irons, eyelash 

curlers, manicure, pedicure and toiletry implements and sets), all types of vehicle 
tires, vehicle spare parts and supplies eroup (including V-belts, oil felts, bolts, 
rollers), ali sports equipment, measuring and weighing devices, vases, wall 
plaques, figurines and decorative objects made of ceramic, ceramic tiles of all 
kinds, equipment for interrupting, dividing, conserving, separating or conveying 
electric current (including switches, commutators, relays, circuit breakers, 
lightening rods, sockets, mixer boxes and such). 


Rationale 


The genera! rationale for the law notes that the management tax had not performed 
the fiscal and economic functions expected of it in the 10 years it has been in 
effect, that the high rate of the tax and the exclusion of certain operational and 
commodities groups had brought buyers and sellers together in a union of interests 
and that it had been unable to attain the necessary growth rate within total tax 
revenues to comply with economic development.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE, CREDIT, INTEREST REVIEWED 
Istanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 2 May 81 pp 1, 13 


{Text} Ankara (HURRIYET) -- The “free exchange rate" begun yesterday will go into 
effect bearing in mind Turkey's economic structure, it was announced. It report- 
edly will not be applied at random. Central Bank President Osman Siklar announced 
the free foreign exchange rate implementation which went into effect yesterday at 
a presse conference. He said: 


"The day-to-day reflection on foreign exchange rates of the combined effects of 
developments on international markets and in the economy has been adopted by our 
government. The powers granted to them in this regard by decision no 25 of the 
Finance Ministry and the Money-Credit Council have been turned over to our bank. 
We have begun to apply the announced exchange rates as of this morning. Those 
concerned will make use of all communications services from the standpoint of 
ensuring harmony in daily adjustments, and the necessary cooperation of our author- 
ized banks has been obtained as well." 


Answering a reporter's question at the press conference, Central Bank Vice Presi- 
dent Yavuz Canevi pointed out that “international exchange rate fluctuations will 
not be applied at random" and said, “We will apply the daily exchange rate policy 
which is possible by reviewing our own domestic economy." Canevi added that "we 
will be able to pase to full convertibility when reserves reach $2 billion and if 
the inflation rate drops to 20 percent." Our present foreign exchange reserves are 
reportedly $1.2 billion. 





Noting that Turkey is exporting at a record level, Siklar said, "I expect our 
exports will exceed $4 billion this year." 


Siklar noted that this was the first time industrial products had surpassed agri- 
cultural products and said that according to the March figures, industrial pro- 
ducts accounted for 53 percent of exports and agricultural products 42 percent. 


Worker Remittances 


Central Bank President Osman Siklar pointed out that Turkish workers abroad had 
annual savings of 1 billion marks and said that he would ask our workers to bring 
this foreign exchange to Turkey. Siklar, who went to Cermany for this purpose 
yesterday, said, “We will tell our workers, ‘Don't keep this foreign exchange in 
German banks.’ Siklar described the goals of his trip as follows: 
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"Il w going to Germany and the Netherlands today. Our purpose is to find out firet 
hand the problems of our workers and to discuss together the ways in which their 
savings can be put to better use for their own benefit and the welfare of our 
country. On my return, we will work closely with rt “mpetent authorities to 


put in place the methods of solution we are ab’ wis " 


Credit Facilities 


Stating that he had good news for our citizens in connection with foreign exchange 
deposit accounts of letters of credit, Osman Siklar said, “I am happy to say that 
the new interest rates applied to these accounts with the Foreign Ministry com- 
munique published today have increased by up to 3 points." According to this com- 
munique, the new interest rates to be applied to accounts of this type are 
expressed as follows in percentages:

24 months and over ll 14 


Meanwhile, new measures introducing improvements in connection with imports with 
waivers have reportedly been put in place. 


Announcing that one goal was to intensify the export mobilization to allow the 
increase in exports to continue for 3 to 4 years at 30 percent-40 percent of the 
goals, the Central Bank president spoke of the new export credit system and said, 
"Parallel to these arrangements, the banks have been encouraged to make reduc- 
tions in credit interest rates as Central Bank credit interest rates have been 
revised, being the rediscount source." Siklar continued as follows: 





"In this way, if there is a reduction in interest rates on bank credits as of 

| May, the Central Bank will be able to reduce rediscount and advance interest 
rates and parallel to this reduction wili be able to lower rates on industrial 
credits from 30.5 percent to 23.5 percent, on export credits from 24.5 percent to 
18.5 percent, on medium-term encouragement credits generally from 31.5 percent to 
22.5 percent and on medium-term credits taking advantage of income tax exemptions 
from 26.5 percent to 21.5 percent. 


Exchange Rate Adjustment 


Meanwhile, the Finance Ministry communique empowering the Central Bank of Turkey to 
determine and announce each day the value of the Turkish lira against foreign 
currencies and the multi-tier exchange rates went into effect with publication in 
yesterday's RESMI GAZETE. 


The communique authorizes the Central Bank to make the determination and announce- 
ment each day according to the fluctuations of the Turkish lira on international 
markets. 
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Treasury Not to Cover Differences 


The Finance Minietry communique aleo resolved a problem which had been debated 
for some time, Thus, gains and losses in foreign exchange holdings of brokers 
dealing in foreign exchange which derive from foreign exchange prices to be set 
by the Central Bank will be absorbed by the banke concerned. Some had maintained 
that these differences should be forwarded to the Treasury. 


Interest Rates 


Another Finance Ministry communique was aleo published in yesterday's RESMI 
GAZETE. This one resets interest rates to be paid “on letter of credit foreign 
exchange deposit accounts" at the Central Bank. 


As of | June, interest to be paid on these accounts at the Central Bank will be 
9 percent for demand accounts, 10 percent for l-year deposits, 12 percent for 18- 
month deposite and 14 percent for 2 years or more.

MAJOR CONTRACT CONCLUDED WITH LIBYA 
Latanbul TERCUMAN in Turkish 29 Apr 81 p 5 


[lext} ANKARA BUREAU <= Nearly 100 businessmen and company representatives 
attended the meeting with the Libyan trade delegation held at the Turkish Union of 
Chambers |TUC). A variety of goods were exhibited from electric stoves to tents, 
from fane to rotisseries. 


TUC President Mehmet Yazar said in his opening address that it was possible to 
further commercial relations with Libya, “but both sides have certain problems and 
it is necessary to resolve them quickly." 


Libyan trade delegation chairman Mustafa Zigallai, noting that a $l-billion com- 
mitment had been realized with Turkey within 3 years, said that they would like to 
have a steady flow of Turkish products and that the Libyan trade center to be 
opened near Istanbul would provide certain facilities for this. 


TUC President Yazar pointed out that the biggest problem for Turkey was the delay 
of transfers and the crowded conditions for loading and unloading at Libyan ports 
and said: 





"Libya hes no quality control and it must be carried out before the goods leave 
Turkey. Confirmation of place of origin vouchers is done only in Ankara and 
Istanbul and this causes backlogs." 


Libyan trade delegation chairman Mustafa Zigallai said that although many business- 
men and companies from Turkey had opened letters of credit, they were not ful- 
filling the terms of their contracts. "We will demand interest and other costs 
arising from these delays. We reached agreement on this in our discussions with 
the trade minister," he said. 


Stating that they wanted a steady market of Turkish products in Libya, Zigallai 
said: 


"We will soon open a trade center in Istanbul. We will carry out quality control 
here on the goods destined for Libya. As for the delay in transfers, this was 
cleared up through an agreement reached in February. I believe che congestion at 
the ports can be eliminated through an agreement as well." 


The Libyan trade delegation chief noted that packaging was also an important prob- 
lem for them and asked that attention be given to this.

TURKEY EXPORTING FOODSTUFFS TO LRAQ 
[atanbul TERCUMAN in Turkish 5 May 81 pp 1, 9 
[Article by Saadet Cantimur) 


{[Text| Turkey has become the breadbasket of ite neighbor Iraq. Whereas exports 
of $134 million were made to Iraq in all of 1980, the amount for the first 2 months 
of 1981 has been $90 million. 


According to State Statistics Institute figures, our exports to Iraq in Janu- 

ary 1981 were $52.956 mil. ion and in February, $37.73 million, comprising primarily 
foodstuffs. Considering lraq's daily-increasing demand, being in a state of war, 
and bearing in mind the government's recent export-incentive decisions, exports are 
expected to reach record livels this year. 


If we were to compare the values in January and February of 1980 and 1981 of some 
of the goods we have exported to Iraq and take a look at how much our country has 
earned in foreign exchange, we would see that the 2-month total in 1981 is almost 
as much as all of last year in tea, hard wheat and wheat flours, tomato sauce and 
dried toods, chalk, the natural barium-sulfate-portland cement group and various 
glass products and regular window glass. Also, the value for 1 month alone is 
greater than for the 12 months of 1980 in products such as eggs, honey, potatoes, 
chickpeas, beans, red lentils, tomatoes, citrus, apples, synthetic thread and cer- 
tain textiles.

CHANGES MADE IN MINING LAW 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 2 May 81 pp 1, 7 
[Article by Erbil Tusalp] 


[Text] Ankara -- Work is in progress on changes being considered in Mining Law 
No 6309 by a committee at the Energy and Natural Resources Ministry. 


MRI [Mining Research [nstitute] Deputy Director General Dr Orhan Ozkocak, Mining 
Office Deputy Chief geology engineer Mete Arikan, Fahri Hasburc from the MRI Feasi- 
bility Office, an economist and a lawyer make up the committee which is identifying 
the principles "for revision of the Mining Law and the articles of the law related 
to definitions of mining and exploration and the use of technical personnel 
employed in operations and exploration." 


According to the information obtained, the amendment draft makes changes and addi- 
tions in Mining Law articles 1, 8, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18, 32, 33, 34, 44 and 82 and 
eliminates articles 26, 27 and 28. 


Among the changes under consideration is an addition to article 13. The draft 
says in this regard, “Exploration and exploitation of minerals of a strategic 
nature to play a role in national defense, the war materiel and arms industry and 
development and to be used in industry may be restricted under article 1." It is 
pointed out that the "mineral definition" contained in article 1 of the Mining 
Law will also be amended. The amendment draft “identifies minerals in natural 
groupings" instead of individually. As a result, a person or company licensed for 
exploration may search for all minerals in the same group. 


The amendment draft also contains proposals for amending article 14 on "locations 
for which exploration permits for the same types of minerals may not be given" and 
article 15 on “locations where exploration is restricted." 


The principle related to amendment of Mining Law article 18 on “identification of 
restricted areas and plats" is as follows: 


"The surface area of energy raw materials sites such as metallic and nonmetallic 
minerals, phosphate and pearlite may not exceed 2,000 hectares; the surface area 
of industrial raw materials and gem stone sites may not exceed 250 hectares." 
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Mining Law articles 26, 27 and 28 on "site determination and exploration" which 
required mineral exploration licensing to be done by the Energy and Natural 
Resources Ministry Office of Mining are eliminated. Thus, Energy and Natural 
Resources Ministry oversight of mineral exploration licensing is removed. It was 
learned from information obtained from Mining Office authorities that 6,000 
exploration permits are now waiting for review. 


Exploration Definition 


Article 33 ot the Mining Law, defining exploration, which has been most contro- 
versial since i954 and was taken out of the law by a 1963 amendment, is being 
revised. The envisaged amendment of article 33 is as follows, in summary: 


"Exploration is any activity conducted for the purpose of discovering valuable 
deposits conducive to any exploitation procedures in order to find mineral deposits 
in places where mineral traces have been found or hope to be found according to 
the configuration based on such scientific indicators as geological, geophysical, 
geochemical and photo-geological potential and in order to determine the charac- 
teristics to depend on economic considerations of mineral deposits identified and 
found through scientific and technical methods and research such as cleft wells, 
shaits and drilling." 


Work on the Mining Law amendment also includes revision of Law No 2172 Pertaining 
to Operation of Mines by the State. 


Panel Arranged 


Meanwhile, the subject is expected to be discussed in detail today at a panel 
entitled "The Mining Law and Our Mining" being held at the Turkish Petroleum 
Corporation conference hall.

RAIF DENKTAS ANNOUNCES INTENTION TO FORM NEW PARTY 
Nicosia BOZKURT in Turkish 26 Apr 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Nicosia (Special) - Raif R. Denktas, who lost in the NUP[National Unity 
Party] primaries held on Sunday, 19 April, announced at a press conference called 
yesterday that he and 15 colleagues will form a new party. He did not give the 
names of the other founders. Stating that his struggle within the NUP was not 
new, Raif Denktas complained of the administration, lobbies and sleight of hand of 
a hocus-pocus party and said that a few months ago he had asked that Mustafa 
Cagatay go into the elections with a cabinet to be made up of impartial, techno- 
crat ministers, but this request was not accepted. Contending that the ministers 
had won the primaries again hy pressuring the delegates and mobilizing state 
resources, Denktas said, “It could not have happened any other way. The delegates 
who voted on Sunday will be waiting at the ministers' gates on Monday to have 
their problems solved." 





Chaos from the Top 


Raif Denktas said that the NUP needed a new, strong slate in order to return to 
power and be able to represent the majority of the people and that where the pri- 
maries had noc produced this slate, they would further make the NUP lose power. 
Noting that the sole reason for this situation was that the party was scrambling 
in order to head the list, Raif Denktas said, "Those who are pulling the party 
apart are looking for people who will sit down when they say, "Sit," and stand up 
when they say, "Stand," and call it a slate. As for me, I see the slate as a team 
which will put the party to work for the good of society and which can work in 
harmony. The chaos in the NUP was created at the top and this situation is the 
result." 


Combatants 


Raif Denktas contended that people who had no chance of getting along with each 
other, who were ready to punch out each other's eyes and, if they were standing o 
the shore, would push each other into the sea were on the same lists after the pri 
maries. He said it was impossible to think that these people could work together 
after all this and that the situation which had been created was a perfect oppor- 
tunity for the cartoonists. He said he had told the delegates that this is what 
would happen but they had closed their ears, so now he is going to establish a 
party as an alternative to the NUP and, after establishing the party, would turn 
the task over to his colleagues who would come after him. 
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Coalitions 


While anewering questions et the presse conference, Raif Denktas refused to reveal 
the name of the party he will form and, in response to questions about whether a 
coalition wae likely after the general elections, he expressed his views as fol- 
lows! 


"In my estimation, the next 5 years te going to be a time of coaliticns. Since 
people who do not like each other are on the NUP liste, is it better to have a 
coalition of people whe do not Like each other or a coalition of all the parties 
represented in the assembly? Coalitions can work in the interest of the country. 
The coalitions in Turkey should be taken as an example. Bearing in mind that a 
period ef coalitions will begin, the members of all parties should conduct mild 
and respect(ul election campaigne without accusing and castigating each other. 
Sharp partisanship and greed for power can only harm the nation. Because it was 
unable to put together a slate that could aspire to govern the country for the 
next > years, the NUP will aot be able to win by iteelf." 


Family-Party Relations 


Raif Denktas wae asked whether any NUP candidates or primary candidates who had 
lost were among the founders of his party and replied that no people like that were 
among the founders, that the party he would establish would not be a party of 
poutere. He said that if he had won the primary, he would etili have the same 
attitude. Asked whether hie father would be the NUP presidential candidate, Raif 
Denktas replied as follows: 


"lt ie necessary to avoid confusing family and party relationships. My father may 
be the NUP presidential candidate. He is the founder of the NUP. And the NUP is 
our party. Those who vote for Rauf Denktas in the elections will be voting for 
the person. We will not have a separate presidential candidate." 


Coalition with NUP 


Raif Denktas stated that there was no question of their joining with the National 
Action Party or the Turkish Unity Party, that they did not need an umbrella or 
fiank forces. He was asked, "Might we see the party you are going to establish as 
an NUP with a different slate?" He said, “Yes, you might.” He was asked whether 
he would form a coalition with the NUP after the elections and replied that this 
depended on the NUP slate that would emerge and that it might be considered if 
new candidates entered the assembiy. 


The following was hie reply to the question, “Don't you think your comments will 
offend your father who will be the NUP presidential candidate?”: 


"What is the connection? The president is not the one who chooses the candidates." 


After Losing the Match 


To a reporter who asked what he thought about the rumors that the primaries were 
suspect, Raif Denktas said that he wae not ore to blame the referee after losing a 
match. We was acked, "What are the chances that your father will be your party's 
presidential candidate?" He said, “I believe that our people will vote for my 
father regardless of which party he comes from." Raif Denktas said that the NUP 
had to be saved from the situation of being 4 , arty which survived only because it 


was in power.

[Text| Guselyurt <= President Rauf Denktas said that the NUP [National Unity

POLTTICLANS, PRESS DEBATE USSR MILITARY ROLE IN PACT

[Article by Erik Appel: “Debate on the Defense Report; Has the Assistance Threshold 
been Lowered?") 


{[ Text) Hae the Parliamentary Defense Committee lowered the assistance threshold 
of the Friendship, Cooperation and Mutual Assistance Pact with the USSR (VSB Pact)? 


In ite interpretation of the military articles of the pact it says that they can 
be applied not only in the case of an armed attack against or over our country but 
also in case both parties assert that a threat to do so existe. 


Does that wording mean that the committee has deviated from the interpretation of 
the articles on military policy to which Presidente Paasikivi and Kekkonen gave 
expression under different circumstances’? 


Does the wording constitute a danger to security policy? That wording was included 
in the Secone Parliamentary Committee's 1976 report, but it was not actually observed 
until now, 


Deputy State Secretary Keijo Korhonen tried to obtain an alteration of it in the 
committee, but he withdrew his request, 


Since then, the wording has been more or less openly criticized by the head of the 
Trade and Industry Delegation, Max Jakobson, among others, in an article in UUSI 
SUOMI (5 March 1981) and at a seminar arranged by the Conservative Party in Hyvinge 
on 22 March 1981. 


The article im UUSI SUOMI bore the pointed and somewhat demagogic title: "Somebody 
Is Afraid We Will Be Late for the Next War". 


Jakooson's way of thinking recurred in Editor-in-chief Mikko Pohtola's column, 
Tietoja Huipulta (Information from the Top) in SUOMEN KUVALEHTI Wo. 13/81. 


Kokoomus Chairman Ilkka Suominen and Deputy Chairman Tapani Morttinern, both of whom 
are members of the Third Defense Committee, took part, among others, in the above- 
mentioned seminar, and so did Parliamentary Group Chairman Pentti Sillantaus, who 
was a member of the Second Defense Committee. We have been informed that Jakobson 
criticized the Defense Committee's report quite severely, precisely on the point con- 
cerning the interpretation of the military articles in the VSB Pact. 
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Jakobeun did net stand uncontradicted, Wie eritictem wae repudiated by Suominen 
and Morttinen, whe explained the reasons for the committee's position, The party 
leadership may aleo have taken offense at Jakobson's criticises, 


Deviation 


What wee it that Jakobeon said? Well, among other things, he said that the thres- 
hold of aestetance had been lowered by the working referred to at the beginning of 
thie article, which wae not present in the Piret Parliamentary Committee's report, 
and that tt is a disquteting deviation from the line represented formerly, and 
attll represented, by Presidente Paasikivi and Kekkonen on this question, 


He cold tive HUPVUDSSTADSBLADET, among other things, that questions regarding the 
wecurity of emall countries may aleo have been discussed along two different lines 
of reasoning. One of these is the line of deterrence, and that means that a emall 
country obtains reinsurance for iteelf from a big power as a deterrent guarantee 
against an attack by another big power, 


According to that theory, “Big Brother” will help me if you strike me, Norway and 
Denmark are two of the countries which have chosen that method. 


"A very intensive debate on these questions ie now going on throughout Western 
Europe,” Max Jakobson says. 


“However, developments in weapons technology heve caused people to begin to doubt 
the effectiveness of that strategy,” he says. “Inetead, an alliance and visible 
military preparations can lead to one's becoming the target of an attack, If one 
gets into a war today, the devastation will be so great that any reinsurance 
arrangement is an idle fancy. 


"The primary aim now for a small country is to reduce the danger of getting into a 
war in any way possible,” Jakobson asserts. 


Do Not Increase the Danger! 
"le that same discussion going on in ovr country?” he was asked. 


"Yes, though on a emaller scale and not as conspicuously as abroad,” he replied. 

"It can be eaid that there is a group which believes that reinsurance with the Soviet 
Union could have a preventive effect on a presumed attacker. They also point out 

that it is important not to give the Soviet Union the impression that we are trying 

to squirm out of the military articles, and that, of course, is correct and important. 


"But one must bear in mind the fact that a small country is in a different situation 
than a big power. For a emall country like Finland, it is of primary interest to 
be able to keep oneself out of a conflict, A big power like the Soviet Union has 
many other interests to protect. If this corner of the world is going to remain 
peaceful if a critical situation arises, it must not run counter to the Soviet 
Union's interests, but instead it must do exactly the opposite," Jakobson said. 
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"We should not do anything to increase the danger of an attack,” he said, 


"If we are in too big a hurry to call for help, that may result in our becoming 
rhe target of an attack inatead of deterring such an act," said Jakobson, 


"We algo tle our hands at too early a etage, in a sense.” Here Jakobseon is referring 
to the eituation in 1940, when our government, de facto, tied ite hands through the 
transit agreement with the Germans, eo that it could not avoid being drawn into the 
war between Germany and the Soviet Union, whether it wanted to or not, 


"Our etep in the direction of a lowering of the threshold of assistance makes our 
eredibility ae a neutral etate slighter in the West and thereby increases the 
danger of being drawn into a conflict between East and West," he said, 


“Interpreters” Criticized 


in the debate, the people who criticize the committee have referred to statements by 
Presidente Paasitkivi and Kekkonen, Paasikivi said approximately as followe in 1948: 
"We will defend our country's integrity to the extent of our ability, and if we need 
help we will get it from the Soviet Union, as has been agreed.” 


in Kekkonen's book Tamminiemi, he commented on the military articles, among other 
things, in the following terms: "A condition for the providing of assistance is 
that an attack as provided for in the pact has taken place," 


These are quite strong arguments, but the opponents do not venture to attack the 
cwo presidents directly; they do so indirectly by criticizing "the interpreters." 
it also ie not clear whether the critics feel that the two presidents’ statements 
are being wrongly exploite’ or not, 


It can be said that Foreign Minister Paavo Vayrynen was following the same line 

as the two presidents in Wednesday's issue of SUOMENMAA, where he stressed, in an 
article on our foreign policy, that we must ward off a possible attack with our own 
forces as long as it is at all possible, for otherwise, if the worst comes to the 
worst, our country can become a battlefield for the great powers and a target for 
nuclear attack, 


it can also be noted that Parliamentary Defense Committee Chairman Jan-Magnus 
Jansson gave assurance, in an interview in UUSI SUOMI on 15 March, that the commit- 
tee's position does not signify a deviation from the basic direction of our security 
policy=-that is, that our own defense is our primary defense and that assistance 
from the Soviet Union is a possibility if we cannot help ourselves. In the report, 
it is stated expressly that our own defense is primary. 


Reprimands tor Keinonen 


Those who are critical of the Defense Committee's wording also refer to Presid... 
Kekkonen's letter of reprimand to General Yrjo Keinonen, who was the commander of 
the Armed Forces at that time, on 27 January 1969 (it is included in the second part 
of the reprimand letter), 
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Yrjo Keinonen, the commander of the Armed Forces at that time, his said in an inter- 
view, among other things, that "we can calculate the minimum defense force with 

which we can effectively ward off so-called surprise attacks, and in that way we 

can be sure of having enough time for the negotiations provided for in the VSB Pact." 


That brovghe him a sharp reprimand from the president, who thought that the example 
chosen by the general could give an outeide observer the impression that Finland's 
armed forces were a sort of appendage to the armed forces of the Soviet Union, and 
that it could be said, in the light of an example of that kind, that our country's 
security strategy te built on military assistance from the Soviet Union, and that, 
in the fiaal analyete, it te the Soviet Union which will clear up a critical eitua- 
tion, and not we ourselves, 


The preatdent etressed the fact that the mission of the Finnish Armed Forces is to 
defend the country with tts own forces, as is also implied in the VSB Pact. The 
president also stated that the position naturally was that the Soviet Union will 
give asetetanct to Finsand if it te needed, But to limit Finland's own military 
share in the task of warding off an attack until assistance is obtained from the 
soviet Union in accordance with the agreement is to give a false picture of our 
emed forces’ mission, especially to outsiders. 


Thus, the president repudiated the idea that we should build our defense on 
Soviet assistance, 


Here Max Jakobson emphasizes his belief that we should adhere firmly to the Paasikivi- 
Kekkonen line. Any deviation from it would be disquieting. We are now living in a 
dangerous world with weapons technology which is frightening and which lowers the 
threshold to war with nuclear weapons. The important thing for a small country is 

to watch its step in all situations, 


The Consultation Threshold in 1976 


The wording in the defense report which is under debete came into existence in 1976 
in the Second Parliamentary Defense Committee's report. 


That it did not attract attention at that time was probably due to the fact that 
the world seemed to be considerably more peaceful then than now, 


instead, a theoretically interesting debate on Yuri j Kommissarov's book was being 
carried on, 


Kommissarov wanted to broaden the concept of a threat to include changes in the 
political situation around the Baltic Sea which might involve a danger of armed 
attack=-that is, a potential political threat such as existed during the crisis of 
1961, 

However, Kommissarov's interpretation never gained official status, so to speak. 


Viialainen's Protest

some cvrlttes wonder whether the committee has “alid" in the direction of an inter- 
pretatton of the articles which te nearly communtet in nature, 


in that connection, what the Taletoite member of the Matti Vilalainen Committee says 
in his protest can perhaps be noted, Among other things, he saye that our defense 
by no means needs to be “symmetrical”, as he saye--that ie, aimed in all directions, 
there te no need to fear an attack from the east. The only threat comes from the 
weate=from NATO, Therefore our defense should only be oriented toward the west. 


He also states that the committee's interpretation should constitute one of the 
starting points for our defense planning, “for cooperation, to be reliabel, should 
be planned in advance to a sufficient extent, Military cooperation between Finland 
and the Soviet Union strensthens,..the VSB Pact's,..preventive significance con- 
siderably," 


Altered Line of Reasonir s 


The secretary general of the Finnish People's Democratic Alliance, Jorma Hentila, 

a member of both the Second and the Third Defense Committees, takes exception to 
Jakobson's Line of reasoning, which he thinks entails a danger of collusion with the 
Soviet Union, 


the line of reasoning in regard to the VSB Pact has been altered during the 1970's, 
he says. lt can also be noted that the pact is passed over, in the older defense 
forces document, with a mere notation that such a pact exists. 


There just has not been any analysis of what the pact and its military articles 
mean for this country's defense, 


in the First Parliamentary Defense Committee's report, the pact was not dealt with 
in sufficient detail, and therefore the left wants to have a more thorough analysis 
of the military articles in the Second Committee's report. 


"We want to analyze all defense alternatives, from defending ourselves on our own, 
through various degrees of assistance, to fighting side-by-side with the Soviet 
Union,” they say. Thus the working being discussed at present was added. As has 
been stated, that means that the military articles can also be applied when both 
parties determine that a threat of an armed attack exists, 


The committee agreed on that wording unanimously after the Conservative Party's 
doubts had been overcome by a certain degree of compromise, It can be noted that 
Jaakko ilontemi, who was the chief of the Political Section at that time, sat on 
the committee as a foreign-policy expert. 


Korhonen Wants to Change the Wording 


Now Deputy State Secretary Keijo Korhonen, the foreign-policy expert, wants to change 
the wording in the Third Committee's report. 











"le wae that which we opposed in the committee because, among other things, the 
political consequences of a change in both east and west seemed disquieting,” he 
maid, 


"Buc doesn't the Defense Committee's wording run contrary to the firet article of 
the VSB Pact, where an armed attack ie spoken of as an accomplished fact?" he was 
asked, 


"Yen, certainly,” Korhonen replied, “but the committee's reasoning applies to both 
the firet and the second articles, In the latter article, it ie stated that the 
parties are to consult each other as to whether or not they believe that the threat 
of an armed attack existe," 


Korhonen brought the previously-mentioned wording from Urho Kekkonen's book 
Tamminient forward, Hentila argues against it here, 


The VSB Pact a Danger? 


Hie says: “Clearly, the idea behind that ie that Finland ce. stay out of a conflict 
as referred to in the VSB Pact only as long as the VSB Pact does not apply. 


"Consequently, the pact is an agreement which entails a danger for Finland's posi- 
tion, whereas it had been believed, up until now, that the pact strengthened Finland's 
position, instead,” he said, 


Finland Should Not "Squirm Out" 


"When a crisis arises, Finland should not try to resist with all available means 
and squirm out of the obligations of the VSB Pact. Finland should not act on its 
own in a situation where consultations and assistance are "forced" upon us, so to 
speak. That weakens our trustworthiness in the eyes of the other party to the 
agreement, the Soviet Union, "Finland should draw realistic conclusions from any 
situation which arises and keep the initiative in her own hands. It is absolutely 
clear that the Soviets will demand consultations if a threat of war arises in the 
North,” Hentila said, "To speak of assistance, in such a situation, only if an 
attack has taken place is unnecessary hair-splitting. In fact, the assistance can 
only be material assistance, and I do not know whether it is a very good idea for 
the material to be delivered only after an attack has taken place,” he said. 


The Articles 


The Following are the Military-Policy Articles in the VSB Pact: 


Article 1 


if Finland or the Soviet Union is subjected to an armed attack from Germany or 
countries allied with German’ through Finnish territory, Finland, faithful to its 
obligations as an independent state, will fight to ward off the attack. In euch a 
case, Finland will commit all of its available forces to defend its territory's 
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integrity on land, at sea and in the air and will do eo within Finland's boundaries 
in accordance with ite obligations ae epecified in thie treaty, with the Soviet 
Union's asetatance, if necessary, or in cooperation with the Soviet Union, 


in the aboveementioned case, the Soviet Union will give Finland the necessary 
aseiatance, the value of which will be agreed upon between the two parties concluding 
thie pact, 


Article 2 


The distinguished contracting parties will consult with each other if it is deter- 
mined that a threat of a military attack as provided for in Article 1 exists. 





The Commictees 
Ihe following differences of opinion exist: 


in the Firet Parliamentary Defense Committee's report, the military articles of the 
VSB Pact were only noted and analyzed entirely in accordance with their verbal 
content, Consultation and assistance were not linked together, but it was stated 
that Finland is obligated to defend itself against an attack and that the Soviet 
Union undertakes to grant Finland the assistance the country needs and, if necessary, 
to initiate military cooperation with Finland. 


Then it is noted that both parties are obligated to negotiate if it has been deter- 
mined that the threat of a military attack referred to in Article 1 exists. 


In the Second Parliamentary Defense Committee's report, both articles were dealt 
with in a lump, as it were, Consultations and negotiations regarding assistance 
interlock with each other. It states that “the articles on military policy can be 
applied when a military attack has taken place or when it is mutually determined 
that the threat of such an attack exists, 


That is the disputed wording which also recurs in the Third Defense Committee's 
report and which had not been noticed until now. 


the Third Parliamentary Defense Committee's report was worded as follows 
(HUFVUDS TADSBLADET's translation): 


"The VSB Pact differs from a military pact primarily in that military cooperation is 
limited to Finnish territory and that it is not triggered automatically. Finland 
also has the primary responsibility for the defense of its territory under the VSB 
Pact. If our own capabilities are insufficient to ward off an attack as defined in 
the agreement, the VSB Pact offers alternatives for strengthening our defense. The 
articles on military policy can be applied when a military attack has taken place 
or when it has beon determined mutually thac the threat of such an attack exists." 


Korhonen 


And Deputy State Secretary Keijo Korhonen expressed himself as follows in the 
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proposal which he subsequently withdrew (HUFVUDSTADSBLADET's translation): 


"The VSB Pace differs from a military pact in that the area in which ite articles 

on military policy are applicable ie limited to Finland or to attacke which are 
directed againat the Soviet Union over Finnish territory, in that no automatic 
triggering of military cooperation ie included in the agreement, and in that our 

own defense obligation is primary. A condition for the application of the provisions 
contained in the second article (Editor's Note" the consultation article) is that 
both parties must declare the exietence of the threat of an attack. 


"The condition for the providing of assistance is that an attack as provided for in 
the agreement has taken place (this wording is taken from Kekkonen's book Tamminiemi, 
from the section on the VSB Pact). The agreement does not contain any provisions 
which, im themselves, would obligate Finland to take specific defensive measures 
under normal peaceful conditions,"

POLL SHOWS YOUTH HAVE FAITH IN PEACE ORGANIZATIONS 
Helsinki HUFVUDSTADSBLADET in Swedish 16 Apr 81 p 22 


[Text] Finns are convinced, to a considerable extent, that peace can best be 
fostered by working in organizations which work for peace, According to a survey 
conducted by Finska Gallup, 49 percent of the Finns consider that peace can be 
fostered "very much" or “quite a lot" by peace work, 


Thus, peace work occupies first place, but direct political work is also generally 
regarded as fostering peace. Specifically, 45 percent of those who responded to 
the survey believe that peace can best be preserved by participating in party- 
political work. 


Where the other alternatives are concerned, 28 percent believed that peace can best 
be fostered by taking part in the work that is carried out in the trade unions, 
Then again, 22 percent think that the best work is done in religious organizations, 
while 14 percent favor other organizations, It is chiefly the young people who 
believe in the organizations which were founded for the special purpose of doing 
peace work. Specifically, 61 percent of the young people under 25 are convinced 
that peace is fostered primarily by working in those organizations. 


The survey was conducted in March and included nearly 1,400 people. 
Home Communities 


Finska Gallup also investigated what Finns think of their chances for affecting 
questions concerning their home communities. The investigation was carried out on 
behalf of the four big political parties, 


lwo thirds--that is, 66 percent--of those ii ~° ‘owed thought that their chances of 
having influence in organizations within t, ~, districts or village communities 
were very good or fairly good. A little moi. t 1 half of them think that party 
organizations, personal relations with the makeis» of political decisions and personal 
visits to the civil servants concerned are good ways of bringing influence to bear. 
On the other hand, citizens dc not trust telephone conversations or letters to 
responsible authorities or c! il servants. Only a third of the 1,200 people inter- 
viewed thought that the iast- entioned channels are effective.

[Text7 Since the Democratic Socialism Party /KODISO7 made public 
its decision to enter the next electoral contest by itself, declar- 
ing at the same time ite ideological autonomy, many so-called 
"friends" expressed the view “hat thie tactic is a mistake either 
because it helps the Right to stay in power or because it is a 
policy of a "two-front" fight and the like, 





Thie makes it necessary for us to clear up the meaning of ideolo- 
gical autonomy for KODISO and at the same time to respond once 
and for all to all that is being written and said on the “two- 
front" tactic, the policy of “equal distance" from the New Demo- 
cracy and PASOK and other misinterpretations of our poliay. 


KODISO in our opinion has two options. We shall refer first to the one reflected 
in the declaration of autonomy by our party, a position which derives basically 
from its ideology which defines its political tactics. 


We believe that this policy in order to be effective must be, on the one hand, clear 
about its abiding opposition to the New Democracy and the Right in general, but 

on the other hand we must continue our harsh criticism of PASOK, More specifically, 
we believe that one side of KODISO's fight cannot but be the criticism of PASOK's 
inconsistencies, the castigation of its policy of monopolising the "change," and 

the acceptance, in essence, of the polarization and of the electoral system of 
strengthened proportional [representa which is aimed at the extinction of 

every smaller--numerically speaking- in the opposition and especially of 
KODISO, 


In the same context of this severe and aggressive policy toward PASOK we must 
respond to the slogan of certain {individuals that our policy presumably helps 
the Right to stay in power. In our view it not difficult to respond to this 
contention. Our answer is: 


1. The problem of the Greek people and of the progressive forces is not only to 
defeat the Right but also what will follow its {fel7/. Our party believes that 
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the government which will succeed the Right in power should be a strong government 
which will set the foundations for our democratic regime, will clean up the state 
machinery and will set the foundations for a long-term change in all sectors of 
social and economic life, PAJOK by iteelf cannot provide such a strong government. 


2. The prospect of a democratic government which will have stability and duration 
can come only from coalition governments enjoying broad popular support. PASOK, 
by torpedoing this prospect through its policies, becomes the primary culprit for 
the failure to bring about the change end ultimately for the retrogression to the 
rightist policies which will follow. 


The other option comes basically from the expectation that the next election will 
have the character of a confrontation and this inevitably leads to proposals for 
a KODI3O policy which will be in line with PASOK, 


Without being possessed by anti-PASOK passion we have an obligation to express 
our total opposition to such a tactic for the following reasons: 


1. The tactic of alignment with PASOK means t KODISO will join in the cultivated 
polarisation of the political forces and the /EODI90's7 transformation into an 
unwanted appendage of PASOK, 


2. KODISO as the Democratic Socialism Party claims to play its own role in the 
cause of change--a change according to the latest resolution of central committee 
centers on national reconciliation, social understanding and a planned march toward 
the socialist transformation. 


3. By adopting the policy of confrontation we wuld in essence cooperate in 
bringing about the impasse following the elections which will result from the 
strengtiiened proportional electoral system. 


It is obvious from the above that such a choice, linked, moreover, with a constant 
opening toward "centrology," 1s in complete disagreement with KODISO's charter. 


Before we move on we must note the misinterpretations of the political tactic we 
propose. These are misinterpretations that may be resorted to by the party's 
so-called "friends" or good faith members or real friends of KODISO. first 
misinterpretation/ relates to the aforementioned policy of “equal distance" 

of KCDISO/ from PASOK and New Democracy. We state categorically that such an 
interpretation does not represent in the least the essence of what we support, 
because KODISO's differences from New Democracy and from PASOK mst be sought in 
quality, not in "distance." 


The opposition of KODISO toward New Democracy and the Right in general comee from 
the fact that KODISO expresses politically the forces of progress and the moderniza- 
tion of the state, but also the renewal. of economic and social reality<-a reality 
which today is anti-popular, basically anti-democratic and which has been sustained 
for years through the various political groupings of the Right. 
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ur differences with PASO, are extreme yet of a different nature. They are 

dis ‘erences over political tactics, that is, over the course we should follow to 
build different social and economic reality, but they extend to al. sectors because 
we also differ on the assesement and the solution of the internal problems facing 
the country. 


there ‘@ algo another difference de..ving from another view of our party~--different 
from that of PAS A--on the meaning of /consietency/. Precisely this respect for 
the meaning of worde held by KOD] 90--and which PASOK does not have--becames « basic 
reason for our differences with it, 


We come now to the second misinterpreteation. This consists of the ergument that 
the (sce we propose is nothing but the old “two-front" strugele, referring to 

the pol tey Sellewed by the Center since the civil war. We have in thie care, too, 
the obligation to clarifVY that NODISC's policy of autonomy has no relation to the 
obfectives pursued by the center parties of that period, nor with the results of 
tha’ policy. Tne ‘two-front” policy followed by the Center in those years was 

a defense tactic against an aggressive militariat Right which waved the specter 

of " @liow traveler" before the voters, it resulted in--even against the wishes of 
the .eoter's leadership--the perpetuation of a climate of anti-cormmnist hysterie 
wiieh divided the people into first and second-class citizens. 


Therefore, to say that the KUDLSO policy of autonomy ie a “two-front" policy is 
mismuided to say the least. ‘his characterisation refers to other historical 

m mente and other conditions andi political consequences which heve no relation to 

toe present reality. # say this to eliminate any misinterpretation of the political 
tactic we propose. 


The a ove, we believe, ehow clearly thet the autonomous entry of KOL130 into the 
electoral contest is the only sound option for our party because it reaffirms our 
ideological identity. And it is precisely this ideological sutonomy--since ve 
want to remain ocnsistent with the principles of democratic socialism--which 
requires the aggressive policy we propose to follow against both New Democracy and 
P,SUR. In conelusion, we believe that this policy is more effective because it 
distirguishes us clearly from the other center-originated political forces. 


Pinpal.y, we am eure that those who are fed up with New Democrecy but who do not 
want to vote for PASOK are asking us to follow exactly such a clear-cut political 
stan. toward both parties, provided we make our policy known to the widest possible 
reassess.

ea of the Center" 


ffext/ Much has been written and is being written daily on describing movements 
at the summit and "reliable" reports about secret discussions which are related 
and politically affect the developments in the area of the Center. Many and 
successive varieties of scenarios have flooded the daily press, usually with no 
relation whatever to reality. The uncritical adoption of an "established journal- 
istic" level and shortsighted view at the present delicate phase of political 
developments may act in a distorting manner and becloud the politi conclusions. 


The edditional misunderstandings which are reproduced through the use of the pera- 
pol!tical methods of palmistry and oracles must cease. It is imperative that each 
time we place every interpretive effort primarily on specific socio-political and 
historical parameters beyond the intentions and wishes of leading personalities-- 
parameters which in this particular case determine the overall political situation 
ao well as, more specifically, the starting phase after the fall of the dictator- 
ship, the course and present prospects of the Center. By using such an approach 
one is certain not to fall into facile formalistic or emotional suppositions, 
suppositions which, deliberately or not, cultivate the "climate" for strategic 

and tactical errors through the overestimation or underestimation of the Center's 
actual presence, 


In this way it is difficult for unrealistic, equalising and sterile assumptions to 
prevail, assumptions which are summarized either in the doctrine of "white dog, 
black dog, all dogs are alike” or in the metaphysical antipode of "we are all one 
family." These assumptions inevitably lead to the curteilment of political options

and initiatives and by extension to the stagnation and even retrogression of the 
people's movement. Were they to prevail they would bring about dangers which 
remind us retroactively either of patently bankrupt "leftist cretiniams" of other 
periods or historically absurd compromises with reformist illusions and liberal 
reversals, 


without deliberate eubtractions, deceptive rationalisations and exis \entialist 
acrobatics, the “obstinate and impatient" Greek reality--through its contradictions, 
oppositions and dynamica--has as ite central political given the reliable (toward 
the people, not toward the "enlightened" compradors and investors of politics) 
articulatoon of an /immediate and total proposal for power/--an immediate and total 
propesal for power which will be built with the active daily support of the popular 
masses and which will be promoted with the widest possible unification and miti- 
facete. cooperation of the democratic forces. The Center as an area bordering on 
the New samocracy Party and on PASOK has internalised in the recent past the 

conse juences of basic political differentiations and social changes, and presently 
the explosive tendencies of a chronic and multisided crisis. The orientation of 


this "border area," even in ite "precarious" state, res a concrete timeliness 
and strategic quality. The necessity and usefulness ites canter af political 
existence and partisan composition should be tied dialecti to the ng? 


Primarily with the crisis and the evident inability of the New Jemocracy (and of 

the tight as a whole) to reproduce and guarantee the widest possible base for a 
viable multiparty coalition of the monopoly capital--a coalition which will tone 
down the partial differences and conflicts, will incorporate the marginal confron- 
tations and surely will level out at the national, political, social and ideological 
level the related compromise among the various factions within the ruling class. 


.n addition, with the vital significance for the people's movement and its fenter's/ 
stariard-bearers to forge, through the setting of priorities for goals and options, 
a specific unifying, open-ended derocratic framework for its mass action and 
cooperation. uch a framework of mass activity and cooperation presupposes « 
parallel but also autonomous harmoniting of all existing democratic forces--of 
either small or great influence--which struggle for a genuine change and which can 
have as their primary goal the removal of the Ri from power, without, however, 
ending and axhausting / te task with thie removal/. Such a unified framework--as 
a reflection of the democratic unification of the popular forces--possibly assures 
the political and ideological isolation of the official line and the spokesmen 

f the Might, At the same time, it will condemn the Right to recycle and parade 
alone ite “sinful” self in ite downslide to defeat wittput companions and thout 
the support of/ "democratic crutches," 


A “convincing” evaluation of this assertion opens a parenthesis prior to the 
discussion and analysis of what is happening in the area of the Center. It is 
considered as a necessary and obligatory parenthesis related to the existing 
political configuration and to the "identity" of the two protagonist parties, i.e., 
PASOK and New Usmocracy. 


Tne Limited epace and the actual aim of this article allow and justify an 
‘arbitrary and axiomatic" use of a specific fact which is taken by some as hypo- 
thetical and by others as genuine. In ea climate of serious crisis in international 
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relations, the reemerging cold war logic, and the attempted new world division 
by the Jnited states, Vreece emerges a6 the weakest link in thie sensitive area 
of Girope, the southeast Mediterranean and the Balkans. Following the "disciplined 
incorporation" and the disunity of the popular forces in the southern axis of 
Surope (this does not constitute « oriticiam or denunciation of the profile and 
historical course, bul recognition of the complexity and national particularity 
of the progressive movement in the corresponding countries); following the desirable 
and smooth transition without tremors and destabilisations in post-Tito Yugoslevie; 
following the installation of the American-inspired dictatorship in pi R, 
following the recent crisis and realignment of the anti-imperi t, anti-Zionist 
front of the Near and Middle Eastern countries--a hope grows visibly and directly 
in our country. A hope blossoms for /another direct and feasible policy/ which 
somes the vision of national independence, popular sovereignty and social 
beration. 








#e see on our local horiton a continuous and unavoidable confrontation and struggle 
of two radically different strategies--two strategies which express antagonistically, 
nationalistioally, politically and socially interests and orientations, without any 
intention of adulterating and compromising in advance, whether overtly or covertly. 


In thie context of irreconcilable strategies, the social struggles and confrontations 
include national, political and ideological dynamics which objectively take the 

form of a dominant bipolar confrontation between the forces of change and the 
conservative /forces/. This schematic (but with all its various levels) political 
polarization is not the result of some sinister effort and personal drive but, on 
the contrary, it reflects the existing and developing social polarization. It is 

aM incontestable truth and a daily experience that: 


a. he strategy of the ruling class has as ite main political standard-bearer the 
part) of the New Democracy. 


b. ‘he strategy of the popular forces for promoting and implementing the c 
has PASOK as its basic pole of reference and major lever (though not exclusive). 


Certainly we are, @s years after the fell of the dictatorship, at the crossroads 
of the most critical, political and social developments which will seal forever 
the course of our people and nation. For the first time in many decades the 

poss tility of removing the Right and the prospect of a democratic and socialist 
trarmwiormation is visible and real, At the pace of an avalanche the determination 
grows, the demand gains strength and the action focuses on the central target 

of the radical change whose opening is summarised in the unshakable slogen-option: 
"The Right Must Se Removed From Power." 


(bjectively we are facing a democratic challenge of the Greek people, without ary 
margin for escape, and political removal and rejection. This historic challenge 
as a daily experience and as a future outcome derives from aggravated and explosive 
political and social contradictions and is based on existing and developing in 
force popular correlations of the mass movements by place and ares. 


The popular movement with its inherent democratic, anti-irperialist and socialist 
dynarics creates on its own initiative significant fissures and disruptions in 














congo) idated equilibriums, pacing steady processes for the overthrow and transfor- 
mation of the national, economic, social, political and cultural status, a status 
whieh wae founded in all of ite retrogressive shades during the Right's long years 
in power, in keeping with the commands of the big bourgeoisie. 





Tras, the election of 196] as a legitimate and centrel recording of future and 
decisive realignment is not a routine process and a formal ritual. This ie because 
undoubtedly the election concentrates in all ite dimensions the national, political, 
class and ideological conflict of the previous years. in this election eatone 
the immediate and primary objective is to change the political and class nature 

and those in power. The forthcoming ae Yt eee the extreme cases of 
election phobia, election relaxation and election snob of certain "self- 
proclaimed" intermediaries and connoisseurs of politice--includes, though 
incompletely, the elements of a /here and now/ total breakup written with equal 
intensity on the feelings as well ae the consciousness of the popular masses. The 
election opens a new, unrepeatable and unprecedented phase, regardless of the wishes 
of certain "grotesque" lovers of some excessive and mythological purity who 
atubbornly reject the "popularization" and the “shouting petty-bourgeois crowds" 
calling for patience and a "“citatological" diving for the formulation of a 
"revolutionary subject." This is an recedented phase in the struggle for the 
radical chanve, when /in the election/ not only the strategies of the political 
standard-bearers will on trial but aleo the individual attitude and activity 

of everyone (especially of the "privileged intelligentsia," of the "organized" 

and the “unorganized"), 


«JK has declared that it is going to repeat the choice of an autonomous entry 
into the election (an option borne out in 197 and in 1977) except, of course, in 
the case of a totally disadvantageous and provocative rajority electoral system 
in ary forn, 


As options, the autonomous entry in the election and the autonomous fight for 
power are identified /with an established and deliberate preelectoral rejection 
of any--narrow or broad--agreement at the top and political coalition within « 
front/. 


PASOK seers to have a firm and common belief that preelectoral arrangements and 
alvance agreements eat the top: 


a. Aduiterate the nature of the goale and the pece of change with their compromises 
and negotiations. 


+. isolate and tleck the dynamics of change since a fresh and valid expression 
of the public will and mandate has not taken place. 


c. Contair within themselves the seeds for a breakup at the top which, regardless 
of who is responsible, results most of the time in the mistrust, disappointment 
and withdrawal cf the popular masses, 


The radical change is a complex process having as its main characteristics the 
political restructuring and incorporetion of the broac alliance of the exploited 
and underprivileged Greeks through a procedure of convergence and unification of 

















the atruggie, the goals, interests, visions and ideale which are being articulated 
in a single atrateg. In PASOK's view auch a unified strategy: 


@. Does not derive from @ preliminary addition of electoral percentages nor is 

it promoted by «a temporary and conventional merging of "the tope" of the combining 
parties. The very process of “preelection arithmetic" which ends with some total-- 
albeit over 50 percent--denies, defers and negates the possibility of unifying 
initiatives for social liberation and emancipation in the areas and locations of 
the working people, 


b. Does not constitute a formal, partial and unconnected aggregate of branch 
complaints and protests of various heterogenous strata and groups, without a well- 
forged, interconnecting, unshakable end concrete program for change which unites 
and combines structurally their objectives and long-term intereste. 


It would not be an untively or vain effort to attempt a decoding of the basic 
orientations of PASOK as shown in the various texte, primarily those of its chairman 
A. Papandreou and of the executive bureau and which have been formally confirmed as 
documents by the central committee in ite second and third assembly. 


These documents make plain that the proposal line for a National-Popular Unity /ELE/ 
does not contain any fragments of "popular front logic," is not a clarion call 

for the unification of political partisan entities "at the top" nor is it going 
to develop into contractual agreements at the summit. On the contrary, ELE 
sketches /an autonomous strategy for uniting social forces/ incorporated in the 
plans of a democratic course for a confrontation and breakup with the Right, the 
system of dependence and the ruling class. ELE is not an opportunistic strategy 
for seasonal protests or for keeping and expanding the partisan forces in the 
context of limited opposition. On the contrary, ELE is a strategy for power which 
shapes the indispensable social conditions and political circumstences for the 
structuring of an independent alternative solution for independence, democracy 

and socialism in the context of a new historic and social coalition of power. 


This, however, does not mean that PASOK undervalues or ignores the other political 
and social forces which exist within the spectrum of the democratic opposition, 
nor their role and "importance" /in the struggle for removing the Right and for 
going ahead with the change/,. 


A basic and integral e‘ement which completes ELE as a concept is the Open Democratic 
Action [ADb/ with all the forces of the democratic-opposition and anti-Right area. 
With Alo as the »eans, there must be developed each time a unifying mass framework 
for cooperation and initiatives which will embody now and later the dynamics of 

the electoral percentage of the future democratic victory. Of course, this unifying 
framework of cooperation and action does not mean the mortgaging of the profile, 
views, program and organizational uniqueness of each party. Nor does it mean unity 
at the tep with preelection transactions and trade-offs. On the contrary, it means 
the recognition of an organic fighting convergence and co-march of existing 
political unite and camps, with common targets but after each one, following an 
autonomous entry in the election, will be identified in terms of /elector 

percentage and entity wit. a specific political and social caliber. Through the 
renewal of the /elec toral/ verdict new political and party realignments will emerge. 











in turn, these new realignments will point out and assure according to circumstances 
each time /new fields and new forms/ of nase cooperation and central arrangements, 
with the people thempelves as the exclusive and objective judge. 


New Democracy, following the election of 1977, for the realisation of ite basic 
targets and the final closing of certain open issues (such as BEC, NATO, ri 
bases, Aegean, Cyprus, presidenay, institutions, etc.) incorporated into a safe 

and non-negotiable single party prospect and set in motion the process of its 
broadening in the direction of the Center, This process was charted by necessity 
following the results of the 1977 election which graphically revealed the political 
reorientation of the popular masses and the development of new dynamic facts and 
new formations. The post-election phase created the indispensable conditions with 
favorable prospects for the mass struggle of the popular forces against the 
domination and hegemony of the ruling class, 


The effective slowdown of the forces of change and primarily of PASOK was inseparably 
tied te the political strategy of the Right to eliminate the Center in order to 
facilitate a etandard mongering of nationalist purity and ideological polarisation, 
with the invocation of the threat of a “popular front." A "reliable" danger- 
mongering about the threat of a "popular front," and a sevies of ideological 
distortions and provocations (e.g., "single party," "chaos," "secret arny," 
"kolkhos," "isolationism," etc.) have these objectives: 


a. On the one hand, to safeguard the internal unity of the leading members of 
the New Vemocracy, to incorporate the extreme-Right and the insulation of the state 
machinery. 


tb. On the other hand, to immobilize and to "buttress" with fear the wider 
conservative area and the low-middle strata against the intensive social transfor- 
maticns, thus strengthening the electoral and class alliance of the monopolistic 
capital. 


The failure and discontimation of the experiment for the creation of a broad 
center-right formation must be now regarded as certain. It was verified ina 
pract:cal sense with the results of the municipal elections in 1978. It is shown 
by the clandestine and uncertain moves of the New Democracy leadership (or at 
least of one part of it) either for dovbling the number of candidates or for a 
more "advantageous" modification of the electoral law. 


The option of broadening the Right, which took the form of a forced and compromising 
transfer, and an unconditional adgerence of one section of the Democratic Centor 
Jnion [=D1K7 "leadership" but not of ite popular base, shows: 


a. The obsolete comprehension, inadequacy and discretion of the New Democracy 
Party on the question of alliances but also its insistence to continue forever its 
one-party power. 


b. The absolute control of the policy of the New Democracy by the imperialist 
centers and the monopolistic capital which does not allow even limited adjustments 
amd concessions for mltiparty bourgeois alliances. 








c. shea imperative internal need of New Democracy to renovate and modernize its 
mask through the search for a "democratic alibi." 


It ie a fact, however, that aide by side with the New Democracy's effort to broaden 
te base/ in the direction of the Center, there wae a hardening and a shifting 
of ite views in an extreme-right direction, as we a gradual absorption of 
deputies and politicians from the National Array (Apostolakos, Papaevthimiou 
and others). Thie ND "bandit" approach to the " hip" of ite neighborning 
areas (Center and extreme-Right) reveals, on the one hand, @ desperate effort to 
offset ite (0/7 political and electoral downslide as well as ite firm desire to 
face in frontal and unified fashion the forthcoming rise of PASOK, At the same 
time, depending on the results of the 1761 election, since it will "cover" a 
broad political area with two distinct entities included in ite framework, ND 
will have the possibility of "dividing up" ite forces. It ie very likely that 
following an electoral defeat and the inability to form a government, ND may 
split into two parties in order to increase ites electoral appeal and "broad 
attractiveness.” hut regardless of the existe of two parties and the ensuing 
political and social differences /they may h in particular, their basic 
objective will be--through an “appropriate” arrangement of the electoral system-- 
the keeping of power together on the basie of cooperation instead of alternating 
fin offices. In such a case, an effort will be made to use the president of 
the republic as a link of unity by evafting in Greece some mechanistic imitation 
of the French constitutional system. 









The Center's Course After the Dictatorship 


The thread of the twisting course of the Center-Liberal-Democratic area is quite 
lone since it ties together the tradition and the history of many decades of 
Greek political life. In our country the political developments of the last 70 
years have been marked sometimes in a positive and sometimes in a negative manner 
by the existence of /the Center-liberal/ area, sometimes as the governing (perty/, 
sometimes as the opposition, sometimes with an organized, unified form, sometimes 
with ‘ragmented and multi-personal leaderships. but what concerns us here is the 
recent period inaugurated by the fake /return to democra in 1974. 


The first government /after the fall of the dictatorship in 19747 was nothing more 
than a transitional coalition which brought together the widest and most varied 
Spectmu: of the bourgeois area and revealed the gradual transition aid toning down 
of the partisan differences among the bourgeois parties during the 7 years of the 
dictatorstip. ‘he participation of the Center area as Center Union-New Forces 
[EK-ND/ in this /government/ was significant and descriptive of its profile, 
orientation and course. This /government/ was the "first" approach and open 
"fraternization" of ali the various expressions of the bourgeois litical/ area, 
which potentially presaged a future political cooperation and cohabitation for 
these ‘forces/ either in open governmental coalition or through a "tolerant 
opposition." 


Put if we leave aside the participation of the Center leaders in the /197l,7 govern- 
ment and the results of the first election /in 1974/7, their 20 percent showed then 
and shows now that 197 was a halfway etetion for the Center compared to two extreme 
illustrations of 196 and 1960, 








Jinee 1974 it has begun to appear that both the socio-economic structure of our 
country aa well as the new political situation with the intermediate changes have 
raised a grave doubt about the pre-dictatorial existence of two large bourgeois 
parties "capable of giving independent governments." The deep changes and fermen- 
tations of the last 15 years have sped up the political transition of the popular 
masses and have acted decisively in the formation and orientation of new political 
entities which could not find the exact similarity and corresponding formations in 
the party layout of the predictatorial period. 


In 197, the forces of the Center came together and marched outside of the political 
and social radicalism of the popular movement because they were unable to express 
and to follow their dynamics, demands and vision, EXK-ND, as the standard-bearer of 
an obsolete liberalism and in spite © the invigorating injection of those expressing 
the /Sreek/ social democratic tend (New Forces), was unable to become a wide 
political coalition with a broad po).-ar base, with the projection of an autonomous 
goverment alternating with the Right in power, 


With the restructuring of the political and ideological standards of the New 
Jemocracy Party by adjusting to a “western modernization" (and its "spectacular" 
moves such as the “withdrawal” from the military wing of NATO, the democratic 
plebiscite for the abolition of monarchy, the oo tab) i ching of the vernacular 
/demotiki/, the first nationalizations /in industry’, etc.) EDIK, outside of the 
invocation of a liberal heritage, had nothing to show but some marginal, super- 
ficial and quantitative differences, This identity crisis and the BK-ND (and 
later SDIK) crisis of profile increased with ite compromising tactics and its 
cooperation with the New Democracy on basic national and politico-economic choices 
(e.@., participation in the first government after the fall of the dictatorship, 
the 1974 electoral law, NATO, bases, EEC, monopolies, etc.). 


RDIK's two-front attitude in the 3<year (1974-1977) period with PASOK its main 
taryet, beyond the intentions and expediencies of its leading circles, must be 
interpreted by necessity through its social substance. EDIK, as the major 
oppos: tion party with ite political line and central representation (without 
ignoring, of course, its popular-peasant-worker and petty-bourgeois electoral 
tase) expressed basically at a social level: 


a. rrimarily the relation of dependence and compromise of the non-monopoly 
bourgeois class and certain middle streta with monopolistic capital. 


b. And the intra-monopoly conflicte in view of the [then/ approaching induction of 
our country into the sc, 


EDIK's contradictory and two-front policy reaffirmed daily the vacillations and 
the ambivalent behavior of the non-monopolistic class and the upper middle-class 
strata, as determined on one side by their tie-up to the monopolistic development 
of capitalism and on the other by the dynamics and the rise of the popular forces. 


The Period From 1977 Until Today 


With the electoral debacle and the shrinkage in the ranks of EDIK in the election 
of 1977 (12 percent), the signs of dissolution and decay multiplied. EDIK's 
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crisis was total and was related to the organisation, the personalities and the 
functions as well as its political views and choices and the social identity of 
ite popular electoral base. 


The so-called "broader" area of the Center in no way can be considered any longer 
ae a political and social entity, insulated and immovable nor as a closet entity 
resupplied with a truncated and obsolete vision, put together with old blood ties 
and conditions of client loyalty to a traditional complex of representatives-local 
party bossee-politicians, 


The aivertised "great pool of 600,000 votes," the "12 percent," is no longer 
anchored--as it has. . since 1977==permanently in a calm harbor with an assured 
political immunity and social tranquility. The 600,000 citisens cannot be counted 
as passive objects, moved at will to comply with oertain electoral percentages, 
On the contrary, in the whirlpool of this multifaceted crisis, they acquire in 
their overwhelming majority--suddenly or gradually--experiences and a different 
radical political and social vision, 


Yet, it ie generally agreed that pelitically, historically and socially there 
exists a small area which can support an electoral percentage and 4 self-existing 
partisan expression of the liberal democratic Center. This independent existence 
moves within limits which specify in advance a role simply auxiliary and 
augnentative and not absolutely controlling in the forthcoming developments. 


Although with the dawn of 1981 we have entered the homestretch for the decisive 
@lection, the area of the Center remains fluid, mlti-fragmented and without a 
stable projection. It is difficult to forecast whether, from such a context of 
feuds and antagonisms, it is possible for unifying processes to emerge and bring 
about not only a joint electoral appearance but also a unified party structure. 
This partiean unification has to be attempted in a period of "lean years" and an 
uncertain future. For this reason the mobility within this area increases, and so 
do the general and murky appeals for unity. Five political formations are now 

in existence, ambitious to express and cover the area of the Center, either 
separatel, or under their own terms for unity. These formations are, in terms of 
their time of appearance, SDIK, Democratic Socialiem Party /KODISO/, Agrarian 
Party, ‘nification Movement of the Center /SKK/ and Mavros' cratic Front /DP/. 


BDIK, under the leadership of Zigdis, following many internal controversies and 
withdrasals during the last 3 years, was able to retain the party's legitimacy, 
to differentiate itself from the previous compromising tendencies and to be 
ratified as a political pole with an uncompromising anti-Right rhetoric but also 
with occasionally ambivalent direction. Its recent congress (November 1960) 
sealed its anti-right profile and reaffirmed a certain elementary party existence 
for <DIK in various localities and areas under its flag. On the problem of Center 
unity we find varying views. For Zigdis unity means recognition of EDIK as the 
only [/Center/ party which can be unconditionally joined and whose organizational 
structure is recoguited. Contrasted to this unelastic viewpoint is another wre 
realistic one, represented by A. Banduvas, N. Venizelos and also M. Xylouris who 
left the party as well as by other cadres outeide the parliament who promote the 
idea of unity without posing as the inaispensable condition the necessary accep- 
tance of SDIK's "sea." 














KUDISO, in ite political profile, program, origin, the history of its leadership 
cel. and the social composition of its rudimentary to nonexistent electoral base, 
represents an imperfect social democratic appendage. KODISO emerged out of the 
EDIK crisis, following the contraction at the "top" of a socio-political "elite," 
outside of the sequence, flow and dynamics of mase popular processes, Time has 
shown that it is not enough to beat the drums, to have excellently organized 
public relations, to have connections with cosmopolitan centers and access to the 
mass media, The standard-bearers of a pure social democratic version, in our 
country, in the effort to graft into the Center "Buropean" reformist views, remained 
suspended in the air, without an electoral-popular base, without existence in the 
"horizontal" organisations (syndicates, associations, local self-government) of 
the social groups, 


KODISL expresses the "enlightened" facet of the bourgeois strategy of modernisation, 
which entrusts its passing to the technocratic validity since its disagreements 
with New Democracy do not refer to the strategic orientation but to the tactical 
options and to the methodology of a sounder management of the system. Ever since 
ite inception KOD1SO has been fully consistent in its policy of "equal distance" 
and its “peculiar two-front policy," eimed prima against PASOK, faithfully and 
stubbornly reproducing SDIK's policy during the 197-77 period. KODISO's ambivalent 
policy is a reflection of the behavior and attitude of certain sections of the 
non-monopolistic class and of certain incorporated middle-class strata which are 
reciprocally dependent and a potential participator in the coalition of the ruling 
class. Thus KODISC as an “autonomous" partisan entity under construction is 
nothing more than a "nice-looking" bargaining asset and a means for claiming-- 

now and in the future--and utilizing positions of power. Its chronic organisational 
deadlock as well as its recent congress (December 190) have verified its non- 
existent public support. At the same time, there was confirmation of the smouldering 
political and ideological crisis and the positive differentiation of one section 

of its top leadership (Mylonas, Khasapidis, Minis and others) who openly raised 

the issue for a change in the /KODISO/ profile, an end to the "two-front" policy 
and a radical rejection of any cooperation with the New Democracy. The shadow 

of the election and the declared anti-right apparent confluence of the center 
parties, will multiply and deepen the fissures and the tremors within KODISO. 

At the same tine, it is certain that following an autonomous entry in the election 
and an electoral defeat KODISO will develop into a "cocktail-party society group," 
with the clear characteristics of a "political club," with most of its members 

as individuals-cadres being subordinated to the discretionary use and incorporation 
of the "renewed" tendency within the New Democracy. 


baltataics’ Agrarian Party does not have as of this moment a clear outline which 
makes it possible for us to classify it. As a political movement which relates 

to a specific geographic region (Northern Makedonia), it is used by its founder 
as a means of pressure and a bargaining asset in its dealings with the other center 
groups, its objective being, of course, its electoral survival and some form of 
unity. At the game time, one must underline the contradiction in the policy of 
the Agrarian Party between its denials of any "ostensibly forthcoming" cooperation 
with New Democracy and its cooperation (since 197) with the government's forces 
in the cooperative unions and the Panhellenic Supreme Confederation of Unions of 
Agricultural Cooperatives [PASRGES/ - The Unification Movement of the Center is 
much more a “heterogeneous” organizational initiative than a political party. It 
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is composed of an unknown number of Center politicians and cadres who by getting 
together hope to exert pressure on the leading personalities of the Center to open 
some process for the convergence of the Center forces /into one pa ° 


The Vemocratic Front was established a few months ago with the personal initiative 
of Mavros and it is the new element that could have a decisive impact in the area 
of the Center. The Democratic Front has no specific party structure but aspires 
to become: 


a. ‘The point of reference for a Panhellenic unification of genuine, local cadre- 
politicians, former deputies of the traditional Center and 


b. The decisive catalyst for a broader partisan ication of the Center, without 
excommunications and without restrictions as the acceptance/ of the leading 
cadres from the existing partisan formations /of the Center/. 


This effort--in spite of some initial difficulties--is moving forward and gradually 
being completed both with the initial convergence of the up-to-now "homeless" and 
dispersed but loyal central cadres and with the “unity" contacts and the positive 
response of known standard-bearers of other groups (such as Xylouris, Bandouvas, 
Venizelos, baltatzis and others). 


The declared orientation of the Center Front and of its founder is to have the 
traditional Center contribute to the one-front struggle against the Right and its 
choices, This is particularly important because it means a turn around of the 
Center profile compared to the 1974-77 period and a beginning not only of conver- 
gence but also of co-marching with the ripe objectives of the popular movement. 


In addition, this new political orientation, the essential differentiation and 
"definite" disassociation of the Center area from the "co-governmental" logic 
with the New Democracy following the fall of the dictatorship is expressed and 
represented by Mavros. 


This has special] significance because, regardless of errors and responsibilities, 
conventionally as a person /Mavros/ functions as a symbol of unity, cohesion and 
common acceptance for the majority of the limited but existing electoral base of 
the liberal-traditional Center. 


The area of the Center--as analyzed above with regard to the period after the fall 
of the dictatorship and described with regard to its current condi tion--appears 
through its contradictery course as being redefined politically and tending to be 
redefined socially. This process of differentiation--to the "extreme" possible 
limits--in one section of the bourgeois forces is not cut of from the influence 
of the class struggle at a historical moment when the take off for overturning 

the existing equilibrium is at stake, The process for the relocation of the Center 
has been sanctioned in practice through the choices and the attitude of its leading

FOREIGN MINISTER FRYDENLUND DISCUSSES DETENTE, POLAND 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 28 Apr 81 p 3 


[Text] There are differing views among the Western countries 
on both sides of the Atlantic on the benefits of continued 
detente and contact between East and West. But Norway wants 

to continue aiming at the double goal of security and detente, 
and is also trying to see that NATO will also be based on 

these principles, Foreign Minister Knut Frydenlund said in a 
speech yesterday, At the same time he emphasized that the aim 
of detente will be different in the eighties than in the seven- 
ties when the important tl.ing was to increase contact and co- 
operation on the basis of the status quo in Europe. 


The foreign minister treated these questions when he spoke yesterday on Norway's 
European policy at the yearly meeting of the European movement. He pointed 
toward the skepticism about the results and possibilities of detente, first and 
foremost in the U.S., but also in Western Europe. And also to the concern over 
the Soviet military buildup. 


"In my opinion, the double goal of securitv and detente are just as important to 
day as when it was formulated," the foreigi minister said. This does not mean 
that we have illusions about the intentions of the other side, or that we do not 
understand what the Soviet military buildup means for our country. But these 
challenges cannot be met with military means alone. The task is to insure that 
the development in Europe can take place in a peaceful way. Here, expanded con- 
tacts, rapprochement, and detente policy can come in as necessary elements. 


"T am sure," the foreign minister continued, "that many will reject this as mis- 
gu ied thinking in today's tense international situation. They will be able to 
point to a possible development in Poland that will tear away the basis for a 
continuation of the process of detente. But neither can we rule out a develop- 
ment that can have the opposite effect. Together with our allies, we must be pre- 
pared for what must be done if military force is used in Poland. But we must also 
have a policy tc deal with such an intervention should it occur."

t! <A clear perception that a new movement has entered into European politics 
aractertzed Foreign Minister Knut Frydenlund's thought-provoking speech, 

“Norwegian European Policy,” in Oslo Monday. His conclusions were characterized 
by just as clear a recognition that such changes also affect Norway. "No matter 
how much the EEC countries insist that cooperation on security policy must take 
place in the Council of NATO, 1 am convinced that this part of foreign policy, 
too, will gradually become a central part of the deliberations of the EEC coun- 
tries,’ Frydenlund said. And he added that “this will put Norway in new 
situation and give her new tasks." The foreign minister did not want to be more 
concrete, but he left little doubt that Norway--as a Western European member of 
NATO without connection with the EEC--may be left out of decisions that affect our 
own situation in the highest degree, if after a while the U.S. and the EEC to- 
gether formulate Western policy. 


As \ate as last Friday it was again confirmed that the EEC countries are going to 
develop their cooperation in foreign policy very quickly, when Lord Carrington 
spoke in West Germany after a 3-day meeting with Federal Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
and Foreign Minister Hans Dietrich Genscher. Here the British Foreign Minister 


made it clear that he, when he takes over as Chairman of the EEC's Council of 
Ministers on 1 July, will work for a strengthening of tne cooperation on foreign 
policy--as the West Germans in particular have wished recently. 
such a development will help reduce the significance of the military factor in 
European politics, because the EEC countries will be able to a great extent to 
play out their economic, financial, cultural, and purely political advantages in 
the tug-of-war between the East and the West--as a continually more important 
ipplement to military strength. And it is precisely the necessity of a reduction 
in the significance o1 military force that was a main point for Frydenlund, who 
went a long way to put a question mark on the post-war status quo in Europe. The 


Foreign Minister advocated a continued policy of detente-—both in spite of and 
ecausi f the sharper international atmosphere--and then toward a security policy 


arrangement that is capable of living with communal changes such as we are now ex- 
ner ienc ini 1 Toland. If the Russians do not march in over the Polish border, 
possibilities of cooperation in Europe will continue to be abundant; on the 
er hand, if they choose to use military force, we will be faced with a com- 
ew situation in our part of the world. 
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Even Lf Frydentlund thought that the EEC would not accept a formal, direct, and 
organizational Norwegian contact with the cooperative foreign policy of the EE 
counterles, he did not neglect to point out the advantages that carrying out such 
a thought would entail for Norway's foreign policy.

CHRISTLAN PARTY CONGRESS STANDS FIRM ON ABORTION PLANK 
Requirement for Coalition 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 24 Apr 81 p 3 


iFxcerpt] The national meeting of the Christian People's Party decided late yes- 
terday evening that the prerequisite for the party's participation in a non- 
socialist government after the election must be that the government will change 
the abortion law so that the right to free abortion is rescinded. The party 
will not compromise for the sake of cooperation. The party's old "chief," Kjell 
Bondevik, said during the debate yesterday evening what many in the Christian 
People's Party feel: "We cannot--in order to get into the government--sell our 
birthright for a mess of pottage!" 


The Chairman of the Christian People's Party, Kare Kristiansen, stated firmly in 
iis opening address at the national meeting that the Christian People's Party 

wants a non-socialist majority government after the elections in September. He 
said that a non-socialist government without the Christian People’s Party will 

lack what he called an essential vitamin, and he pointed out that he could not 

see that Hoyre deserved to rule alone. The prerequisite for the Christian People's 
Party's participation in such a government is, in the meantime, Kristiansen said, 
that such a government will give the unborn child a real right to protection, i.e., 
that the right to free abortion must be rescinded. 


With this, the party chairman already gave expression at the beginning of the 
meeting to what the Storting group, the central committee, the government, and now 
finally the national meeting of the Christian People's Party, have decided on 
abortion and on the prerequisite for governmental cooperation from the Christian 
People's Party's point of view. Kristiansen said that the resolution taken is a 
hand stretched out to cooperation with the Center Party and with Hoyre, and 
recommended to the national meeting that it support the statement the party's 
central organs had made earlier. 


\fter Kristiansen's main contribution, the other party leaders spoke in turn and 


supported the proposal for approval. The party's old “chief,” Kjell Bondevik, 
received most of the applause as he stated in clear, unmistakable words that the 
Christiar People's Party now stood at a crossroads and must not betray its sup- 
porters in the abortion issue. Bondevik said it this way: "We cannot--in order 
to get into the government--sell our birthright for a mess of pottage!" 








The Christian People's Party's parliamentary leader, Lars Korvald, and the party's 
two vice=choalrmena, EB! Kristiansen and Kjell Magne Bondevik, followed this up 

and stated that the party has a special responsibility in the abortion issue, 

Lars Korvald eritletged Hoyre for saying that the Christian People's Party, with 
its resolution, is presenting an ultimatum in the question of cooperation, "Hoyre 
was certainly aware," Korvald said, “that it would create problems for non- 
socialist cooperation when, at Hoyre's national meeting in Skien last year, the 
resolution was adopted giving the party's Storting representatives a free vote in 
the abortion issue. 


The only person who came out in yesterday evening's debate with anything at all 
nuanced was the Chairman of the Hordaland Christian People's Party, Svein Alsaker, 
who emphasized that the party has better possibilities of carrying out its policy 
in the government than in the Storting. "We are a party, and not a community of 
belief," Alsaker pointed out, 


The Storting representative, Olav Djupvik, said i» his speech, that the struggle 
against tree abortion is the most important struggle in the Western cultural 

sphere in the eighties. Djupvik also intends to play a key role in the program 
later in the national meeting. Together with others, he has proposed a resolution 
that not only assures legal protectioa for the fetus, but also states that "induced 
abortion can only be undertaken when the woman's life is in danger if the preg- 
nancy is completed." 


Poll: Choice Law Backed 
Oslo ARBEIDERBLADET in Norwegian 24 Apr 81 p 6 


[Text] More and more Norwegians are for individual decision on abortion, and more 
and more want to support the present abortion law. 


This is the main conclusion in an opinion poll that the Norwegian Polling Institute 
‘onducted for ARBETDERBLADET in March. Sixty-two percent answered that they are 
for tree chotce in abortion, 32 percent were opposed. The same question was asked 
a year ago in March, 1980, and then the percentage divisions were 55 for and 38 


against. 

The attitude toward the present abortion law has changed. Sixty-six percent answer 
that a possible non-socialist government after the election should not advocate 
changes in the existing law, while 30 percent answer that changes should be sug- 
gested. By comparison, the figures for a vear ago showed 53 percent who thought 
the law should not be changed, and 30 percent who thought it should. The question 
raised in this connection was, “Norway now has a law that gives women the right to 
decide tor themselves on the question of termination of pregnancy. Do you think 


that a possible non-socialist government should suggest this law be changed?" 


In all political camps except the Christian People's Party there is an increasing 
majority for free chotce in abortion and for support of the present law. 


[lt is of great interest to note that Hoyre supporters in continually greater numbers 
upporting a Liberal attitude toward abortion. In March of last year, 5/7 


/ 











percent of the Hesupporters polled were for free choice in abortion, A year 
later, this had tnereased to 68 percent. Fifty-eight percent of the same group 
of supporters answered last year that the abortion law should not be changed. 
Now the number has increased to 71, This development is completely in accord 
with the continually more Liberal attitude toward abortion for which the party 
leadership has fought. 


In the Christian People's Party that is assembled at its national meeting now and 
that will deal espectally with abortion, resistance to every liberalization is 
still solid, Eighty-etght percent thiak that a non-socialist government should 
change the law (80 percent last time), Ninety-two percent of the CPP's supporters 
are against free choice in abortion (88 percent a year ago). 


The tnereased percentage for free choice in abortion is found both among women 

and men. The change is greatest in the younger age groups, while the older people 
have a restrictive attitude toward abortion to the same extent as before, if we 
are to belteve the poll,

[Text] After a unanimous national meeting of the Christian People's Party had 
decided on the party's ultimatum in the abortion issue, the party chairman, Kare 
Kristiansen, was confident enough to say that this certainly mut not be inter- 
preted as a refusal of wide cooperation, but on the contrary, an invitation. This 
is beyond doubt the most original and imaginative interpretation of the CPP reso- 
lution we have seen or heard up to now. It is true that the party is in principle 
in tavor of a non-socialist majority government if the election provides the basis 


for it, but the national meeting made it clear at the same time that the prerequi- 
site tor governmental cooperation with other parties is that it must be according 
ro the Christian People's Party's principles.

Before the Storting elections 4 years ago, Lars Korvald 
was amon, those who strongly advised against individual parties unifying themselves 
on yreat political issues in a cooperative situation. Now he is doing this him- 
sel!., More than anyone else, Korvald is an exponent of the hard party line. 


With full ‘ustification, the voters can reproach the Christian People's Party for 
putting a time bomb in this way under extensive non-socialist cooperation. The 
resolution at the party's national meeting has created a deadlocked situation that 
cannot be gotten around in any way unless Hoyre, the Christian People's Party, and 
the Center Party meet for discussion of a possible government without definite 
negotiating conditions. And this is what the Christian People's Party favors. 


We stiil think that the best solution will be for the country to get a non- 
socialist, three-party government with a majority in the Storting. But if the 
Christian People's Party stands fast on its national meeting resolution, we must 
simply conclude that a minority government of Hoyre is the only realistic alterna- 
tive on the non-socialist side. 


Leadership Changes Expected

[Text] The Christian People's Party's next chairman, Kjell Magne Bondevik, will 
probably become the party's new parliamentary leader--following Lars Korvald. 

Party Chairman Kare Kristiansen has said that he is not in principle opposed to 

a division of work if both of them should come into the Storting after the election. 
The debates and the positions that characterized the national meeting showed that 
Kjell Magne Bondevik has strengthened his position at the cost of ‘he reelected 
chairman. Bondevik said at a press conference that he, if he were asked, would 
hardly say no to taking over from Kristiansen in 2 years. 


It made quite a stir at the national meeting when Kare Kristiansen, who was elected 
unanimously by the party's election committee, said that he wanted the national 
meeting to have a real election between two people. Kristiansen then nominated 
Storting Representative Olav Djupvik as an opposing candidate to himself. Djupvik 


and others wanted Bondevik to stand against Kristiansen, but Bondevik said no-- 
even after Kare Kristiansen also encouraged him to stand. 

The result was that 200 of the delegates voted for Kristiansen, while Olav Djupvik 
got 3 votes, Anne-Olaug Ingeborgrud 1 and Kjell Magne Bondevik 17, with 22 ab- 
staining. Forty-three delegates therefore voted for other candidates or abstained. 
\t the previous national meeting of the Christian People's Party, there were 41 


ibstentions in the election ot the Chairman. 








lhe background for Kristiansen's move was to pre nt abstentions and to get the 
national meeting to undertake a real election be. ween two people, When the choice 
fell on Olav Djupyvik, Kristiansen said that this was because he and Djupvik see 
difterently on many things. Djupvik, known as a restrictive cultural politician, 
is one of the party's most uncompromising members in questions of abortion and non-

"In the Moscow office of the CSPU Central Committee a comradely meeting took place 
between Boris N, Panomariov, alternate member of the CSPU Central Committee 
Politburo, Vandim V. Zezladin, USPU Central Committee member anc former alternate 
director of the CSPU Central Committee International Section, Anatoli Tserniaev, 
alternate member of the CSPU Central Committee and alternate director of the CSPU 
Central Committee International Section, and the PASOK delegation consisting of 
Chairman A, Tsorhatzopoulos, member of the dxecutive Office of the PASOK Central 
Committee, P. A\gerinos and P. Moralis, members of the Executive Office of PASOK's 
Central Committee, and K. Papoulias, member of PASOK's Central Committee and 
secretary of the International Relations Committee of PASOK's Central Committee. 


‘During the meeting views were exchanged on a wide spectrum of subjects of mtual 
interest. T>@ PASOK delegation presented the move: .ent's positions on current 
international issues--positions based on PASOK's declared objectives and principles 
for a nonaligned, independent and truly multi-dimensional foreign policy based on 
the principles of tantamount friendship and nonintervention in the internal affairs 
of nations. 


‘The CSI ‘»legation updated the Greek comrades on the progress concerning the 
implementation of the decisions taken by the CSPU 32nd Congress in the areas of

"The PASOK delegation referred to the increasing activity of imperialistic circies 
in the eastern Mediterranean area and the Aegean, an activity whieh today 
constitutes « reel danger to Oreece's sovereign rights and « threat to world peace. 
The delegation pointed out the need to abide by the Helsinks agreements and the 
internationsa, treaties and agreements. 


"The two delegetions took @ position in favor of further developing the relations 
between the Soviet ant Oreek peoples and agreed, in the context of promoting 
relations between the two parties, to exchange delegetions on matters of mtuel 
interest.
